GENERAL STATE OF THE PRISONS OF IRELAND. 
1844. 



-It is obvious that great difficulties must arise in any country in establishing a Onui State 
moral system of penal discipline, and removing evil habits of long standing, w 

We have had to contend with the latter from the commencement of our office ; * 

and on looking back to the sad state of our prisons in the year 1823, and the 
Reports of that day, we have reason to rejoice, not only at the gradual improve- 
ments made, but at the total absence of discreditable abuses, and tlie growing 
interest taken by Grand J urics and Boards, as well as the public in general, in 
the cause of prison discipline. And though we admit that much remains to be 
done, to create any thing like a perfect system, which must of necessity be gradual, 
we are of opinion that the Legislature must assist us by an Act, to regulate the 
appointment of prison officers, to make their situations permanent during good 
conduct, and to apportion their salaries, before we can establish a system that will 
secure a succession of good and highly qualified officers (by promotion in the 
department), to carry out the approved views of a moral government and penal 
discipline in all prisons. 

We have recommended this in former Reports; but as it has been now Appointment of 
practically tried with effect in Scotland, and in all the government prisons in Officers. 

England, we submit, for the favourable consideration of the Legislature, that au 
amended Irish Prison Act should be passed to this effect, with such other alter- 
ations as time and experience have suggested ; and we are prepared, it ordered 
so to do, to submit the heads of such an Act. Wc have reason to believe that, 
generally speaking, the High Sheriffs and Grand Juries, who now possess this 
patronage, would not object to abandon it, if placed in the hands of a Central 
Board as in Scotland. 

The next subject that calls for observation in this general statement of the Asylums for young 
present situation of our Irish prisons, is the value we attach to the provision Female | 

made in London by Government, for a class of young prisoners who arc believed 
to be penitent, and ready to abandon an evil course, had they any Asylum, to 
retire to, instead of joining their old companions in guilt, and thus preparing 
themselves for the higher degrees of crime. W e have found the want of such 
an Asylum, supported and governed by public grant and authority, as the source 
of much of the theft and minor crimes in every prison, hut especially in the city ot 
Dublin and all large towns. Without entering into detail and reasoning on this 
subject, we have only to refer to the Metropolitan Report of the Police and 
Magistrates of London some years since, who attributed much of the enme m 
that great city to the want of sufficient Asylums for young and penitent offenders 
of both sexes. We have only to state that a grant is now, and has been tor 
some years, made by Parliament, of about £3,000 annually, in London, for is 
purpose ; and the Reports of the committees of management amply prove tne 
value of the institutions, by the numbers of young persons, male and temale, 
restored to society and industry by them, and confirm the position we lay own, 
that the want of such Asylums is the source of a vast quantity of crime, as we 1 
as public plunder, so that it would be economy, as well as humanity, to estaDlisn 
such in Dublin.

Lunatics and 
Debtors. 



We have put this subject forward more than once in our Reports, and we 
would urge it again as a matter of public safety and moral feeling. In England 
not only there exist Asylums for destitute and penitent very young males and 
females released from prisons, but there is a great juvenile prison for boys in the 
Isle of Wight. In Ireland, there is neither. It is true there are in Dublin two 
Asylums, for unfortunate female prisoners when discharged, supported by sub- 
scriptions only, and able from the funds to receive from 20 to 30 inmates ; while 
each post brings applications from gaols in Ireland to receive such inmates, who 
are necessarily refused. One of these Asylums we originated ourselves, and 
continue to support and visit it; but we regret to state, it is only dragging out an 
existence, from want of funds, and must shortly be abandoned, in debt to one of 
us about £200, as treasurer. We beg to submit this subject for His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant’s favourable consideration, and recommendation of a grant 
of at least £1,000 to commence one, or continue the present Asylum for females 
and to add one for boys discharged from Irish prisons. 

Having thus detailed the two groat evils that surround us in our endeavours to 
improve the discipline of our gaols, we would add two others, for which we have 
reason to believe a remedy is in progress, viz., the crowded state of our prisons 
by the committal of Lunatics, and also by the confinement of Debtors for sums 
under £20, and in most cases under £10. In the case of the Lunatics, we need 
scarcely remark that they are subversive of .'ill discipline, and many of our gaols 
have from 20 to 30 of these poor objects confined, when it is impossible to give 
them the care and comforts necessary for health or cure ; and in the case of small 
Debtors, they occupy a large portion of prisons which might be applied to accom- 
modation for separation and discipline. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant proposes to erect additional Asylums for 
the Lunatic Poor in Ireland, which, when executed, will relieve us from this sad 
evil in our gaols ; and should the Act of last session in England be extended 
to. Ireland, to prevent arrest for debt under £20, it would add much to the 
criminal accommodation of our prisons. 



Improvements. 



COUNTY GAOLS. 

Having thus stated the existing evils which in a degree stop the progress of 
prison discipline in Ireland, and for which there is no remedy but legislative inter- 
ference, we have to report, notwithstanding, a gradual improvement in most of 
our gaols, an increasing, interest taken in the subject of prison discipline and 
moral government, and increasing emulation amongst our prison officers to meet 
the approbation of the Grand J uries and Boards of Superintendence, and to obtain 
a favourable report on our inspections. 

. On the subject of the total separation of prisoners from each other by day and 
night, under the late Act, we have to report that a disposition to adopt it is very 
general , but the expense attending new buildings or extensive alterations, under 
the present pressure of local taxation, prevents any great effort at present to 
forward it. However, in a few gaols the trial of a class on that system is making ; 
and m any new buildings the object is kept in view, and whenever new' cells are 
added, or new gaols erecting, the large cells and heating apparatus are invariably 
acted, upon. 1 he new house of correction in Belfast contains 300 cells of this, 
description, and the prison is just ready for occupation, fitted up in every way 
under the separate Act. A small addition is also presented for the Armagh gaol, 
and the plan will be confined to separation. 

Within the last three years the following counties have erected new gaols, or 
added considerably to their accommodation, viz. : 

Ccmnty of Antrim, at Belfast,— New House of Correction just finished. 

County of Tipperary, at Nenagh,— New Gaol. 

County of Wicklow, at Wicklow,— Extensive additions. 

County of Wexford, at Wexford,— do 

County of Clare, at Enpis,— do. 

And in other counties, additions or improvements are in progress, viz. : — 

County of Fermanagh, at Enniskillen,— A large addition. 

County of Armagh, at Armagh,— do. 

County of Kilkenny, at Kilkenny, — An addition. 

County of Donegal, at Lifford,— A few cells on the separate system. 

County of Dublin, at Kilmamham, — A large addition for females. 
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And in some counties an effort is making to establish a separate system at Gesebae State 
work by day, and in single colls at night, by erecting large sheds in the yards, "i“ l 2J’ osb 

divided into separate workshops for all kinds of trades or industry, properly ' 

ventilated. Wc have, recommended these in all cases where we found it impracti- Comm Gaoh. 
cable, at present, to induce the Grand Jury to erect a prison for total separation ; 
and we arc of opinion it will answer many of the purposes of individual classifica- 
tion, as separation in chapel, yards, and hospitals can be added hereafter. 

The following counties have erected a tew sheds on this principle : — 

County of Kerry, at Tralee ; 

County of Limerick, at Limerick ; 

and in many gaols it is in contemplation to erect these large sheds, in place of 
those already in existence, but which merely divide the prisoners in narrow stalls 
for stone-breaking. We thus look forward with confidence to the gradual 
improvement of our county gaols ; and with a very few exceptions, we are gratified 
at reporting, not only a progress in penal discipline, but an anxious wish on the 
part of the local authorities that it should he so ; and a support and countenance 
given to our office from them, without which our efforts would be unavailable. _ 

In the counties of Louth, Kerry, and Roscommon, large additions are still 
required; and we have not failed, in our General Report on each prison, to urge 
it upon the Grand Juries, and, in the mean time, to erect the sheds above described 
in every yard. 

Some of our city gaols require much amendment by additions and a better 
system, viz., the city of Dublin (Newgate), the city of Kilkenny, and the city of 
Waterford prisons; hut we forbear going into detail, as the subject of a union 
with the county gaols is provided for by the Act, and is under consideration. 

Employment at work and industrious habits are established now in all our Employment. 
Irish prisons; and there are only a few solitary exceptions where a visitor would 
not find the prisoners occupied. Wo cannot command very profitable industry, as 
great difficulties are in our way ; but even in this we have some splendid excep- 
tions, as at Belfast,. Clonmel, and Waterford county, where a ready sale for 
manufactured articles is provided : hut, however much we would value a repay- 
ment in profits to the county for its expenditure, wc confess we set a higher 
value on the instruction in trades given to juvenile criminals. 

A school is established in almost every gaol in the kingdom ; and though this 
part of the discipline admits of improvement by a higher grade of masters, yet 
much good is obtained. . _.. . 

Every pauper prisoner is fed in the Irish prisons, on wholesome diet, at a 
very moderate expense, not exceeding on the average 3 \d. per head per day ; ancl 
no difference exists in any gaol on this point, except an occasional supper tor men 
at hard work, — according to the provisions of the Prison Act. , 

With a very few exceptions, every criminal pauper prisoner m Ireland is clothed 
in a prison dress, and we have reason to think these exceptions will soon disappear. 

A growing uniformity in the registries, books, and accounts is going on, and 
we hope soon to arrive at a more perfect system in this particular. . _. 

The female classes in each gaol are invariably under the care oi female officers, Fm«le Ctae.. 
and in many instances valuable Matrons are employed in this duty. I he accom- 
modation for females, however, is very defective in most cases, as we consider then- 
separation by day and night is as necessary as for male criminals. 

The Boards of Superintendence in a great majority of instances meet regularly Boards of Super- 
at the county gaols, take great interest in the interior economy, and continue mtendence. 
their support to our office and suggestions for improvements. 

It only remains for us to refer fo our detailed Report on each prison for particu ar 
information, and also to our extensive Appendices, for expenditure and statistics, 
as well as our criminal returns for the year 1844, in which we show the com- 
parative number, for the last seven years, committed for trial or eac , 

county. This last return has been compiled with much care by Mr. mtchins, o 
the Chief Secretary’s office at the Castle, who prepared it from documents 
furnished from our office. 

BRIDEWELLS. 

In last year’s General Report, we stated the improvements in these i minor 
prisons, which are only used as temporary places for safe-keeping ^ q 
sessions towns, till final committal to the. county gaol for trial, or to j 

sentence of the law. The accommodation in each is consequently only separation 
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of males from females, with a few cells and day-rooms. There are 1 10 of them in 
Ireland, spread over the different counties, each under the care of a keeper. 

These small places of confinement have replaced the dungeons and 1 lock-up 
houses since our appointment, and they are all furnished, are generally speaking 
erected on healthy sites, a registry is kept of the inmates, and all pauper prisoners 
are fed. We have taken much pains to induce the Grand Juries and Boards, as 
well as the neighbouring magistrates, to take an interest in those small prisons 
and we have succeeded in most counties ; and wherever this is done there is 
manifest improvement. The only sessions towns that still have inferior bridewells

DEBTORS’ PRISONS. 

The number of Debtors confined in our county gaols has for some years been 
decreasing, on account of tile facilities for procuring bail, and the curtailed power 
of arrest in certain cases. However, our comity and city gaols are still greatly 
crowded with Debtors for very small sums, occupying accommodation that would 
be otherwise valuable for criminal discipline. Should the lato English Act be 
extended to Ireland, preventing the arrest for debts in any case under £‘>0 it 
would relieve our county gaols of at least two-thirds of our Debtors. 

In the city of Dublin, almost all Debtors aro confined in the Four Courts' 
Marshalsea, a large prison, peculiarly under the authority of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench. It is very well managed, under intelligent and qualified officers 

We must again, however, remark upon the great evil and abuse of the City 
Corporation Debtors prison in Green-street ; and though wc have reason to believe 
it will be immediately abolished, under the Dublin Corporation Act, which is to 
take^ place on the appointment of a President of the Court of Conscience, we 
consider it right to place on record our opinion, that it is in a dilapidated state, 
a scene of disorder, and quite unsuited for confinement of prisoners : independent 
of which, the principle on which it is conducted is unsound, as we have often 
reported, viz. Tradesmen and small Debtors arc committed here by the Court 
of Conscience, and sentenced to remain a certain number of days, according to 
the amount unless the debt is paid ; and at the expiration of these days they 8 are 
released. An average of about 20 Debtors are thus daily confined, while it is

Poisons. j t wou ifl quite unnecessary to repeat the universally admitted nnsuitablenees of this 
Ncwguie. gaol for any purposes of prison discipline, after our annual reports for the last 20 years ; 

' but to prevent any appearance of our official sanction to the existence of such a state of 
tilings, and record our opinion, it is proper I should detail the accommodation provided, 
and the practice pursued in the different departments, as well as the steps taken by Doctor 
White and myself, within the last year, to remove the existing difficulties. .We must leave 
the remedy with the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence, who alono can effect it ; 
submitting, for their favourable consideration, the plans we have hitherto proposed, and still 
adhere to, as the best for correcting the evils. 

In Doctor White's report of last year, after mature consideration and consultation with me, 
he proposed that the untried females should be provided for in Grangegorman city prison, 
and the untried males in the house of correction, on South Circular-road ; and proved, by 
a detailed calculation of crime and accommodation in the city gaols, that there was suffi- 
cient room to obtain all the objects of discipline by pursuing this course, and at an expen- 
diture probably not exceeding £500 in some alterations, instead of rebuilding Newgate 
at the cost of about £10,000. 

In this proposed arrangement to consolidate and amend the penal discipline of the city 
of Dublin prisons, it was proposed that the drunkards should bo in future confined in New- 
gate, as they are only detained for 24 hours, and that the lunatics of the city of Dublin, 
committed for crime to prison, should also be sent to Newgate, till the arrangements now 
making by his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant should bo completed, to provide for all 
lunatics, criminal or otherwise. 

Ample room would thus he provided in the two great criminal prisons of Dublin, for all 
prisoners, tried and untried, giving a cell at night to each prisoner for the average number, 
and the separate system pursued by day with some classes in each prison; and should 
crime increase to any extent, as is possible in any county, additional colls should he erected, 
and could at all times he procured at far less expeuse than building a new prison. These 
plans were fully approved of by the Grand. Jury and the Board of Superintendence, and 
brought by them before his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, who lias the power, under 
the Prison Act, 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, to order in Council such an arrangement ; but difficulties 
still exist, as the Recorder, to whose judgment we submit with deference, considers that 
great inconvenience would arise to the court and the legal profession, by removing the 
untried from the neighbourhood of the sessions house. Wo do not venture to press 
that matter or argue upon it, as being out of our province ; though the subject did not 
escape us, as we. considered that the practice of removing prisoners by vans (as in London) 
in due time, during the sittings of the courts, and assembling them in rooms fitted up at 
Newgate for the purpose, would have answered all purposes. 

We_ have only to trust that some romedy will be provided soon, to correct the now' 
unavoidably bad system at Newgate ; and should no other plan be thought better by the 
authorities, we must submit that the prison of Newgate should he altered, and made more 
available for classification — by day in better lighted day-rooms, and by night in ah increased 
number of ventilated separate cells, and such other alterations as may tend to give legal 
accommodation to the class of untried prisoners, male and female, who have claims by the 
Prison Act to wholesome and ample room, -without crowding, and to see their legal advisers 
without interruption. 

State and Accommo- There were only 37 prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, -viz., 25 males and 
fep&les ; hut this number varies and increases without limit, during the period between 
the sittings of the Recorder’s court, and so many as 170 have been within the year confined 
at one time, and so few as 20 at another. The average number daily has, however, been 
1 9 for this year. •

encouragement to the penitent criminal. And if to this penal discipline were added a 
house of refuge, supported by Government, as in London, for those who leave gaol with no 
other resource but to join their former companions for a livelihood, I have no doubt but 
our city of Dublin gaols would become a source of industry and reformation, and an 
example to other county prisons. We have often urged this arrangement, and I only 
now place it on record with the view of keeping the subject before tho Grand Jury and 
the public, trusting that the time is not far distant when the law will enforce the plan, 
especially in large cities, where crime cannot effectually be kept down and reduced without 
reformation in prisons by judicious discipline and separation, by instruction in trades, and 
schooling, and especially by an after refuge for the penitent and houseless young criminals 
of both sexes when leaving gaol, where their morals would bo improved, then’ industrious 
habits encouraged, and they would be finally provided for at homo or abroad by emigration. 

There were 233 male tried prisoners confined on tho day of my inspection, of whom 36 
were lunatics ; but this evil will soon be removed, as arrangements are making by his 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, to provide in asylums for all criminal lunatics.

The prisoners sleep in cots, instead of on bedsteads, which is found to answer very well. 

A few prisoners, who are tradesmen, were employed in their work at repairs or for prison 
use— iO were weaving, 2 of whom only were learning; 3 tailors, 3 shoemakers, 1 carpenter, 
anci 1 glazier were also at work; and with these exceptions no useful or profitable industry 
was earned on, which could benefit the individuals in after life : 20 boys' were engaged at 
picking wool, II men at the laundry, 12 on the tread-wheel, a large number in cleaning 
tne prison and cooking, and 82 in separate confinement, quite idle, being only confined for 
very short periods, not exceeding a month. The Governor states, with justice, that he has 
not suftcient lunds to cany on a system of trade instruction, and that those for very 
short confinements could learn nothing in the time. He stated, however, that an exertion 
should be made to increase the number of learners, hut nothing short of a regular system 
of instruction, provided for and enforced by a Board’s order, requiring that every male 
criminal under 20 years of age, and confined for three months or more, shall be put to learn

The Governor and deputy governor are very intelligent officers, and attentive to their 
several duties ; and if a sound system of employment and trades were established, and 
supported by funds, as well as enforced by the Board as a part of the discipline, I should 
report that the management of this gaol is unexceptionable.

I believe they have been carefully selected, and are attentive officers ; and certainly are 
sufficient aid to carry on the best system of penal discipline. 

The attention of the Board of 'Superintendence to this and the other city prisons is General Observa- 
remarkable. They meet weekly at each gaol by turns, enter into all the details of the tl0na - 
management, make contracts, examine the accounts, and suggest improvements. We are 
ready at all times to attend, should they require it, for consultation or assistance ; and we 
are much gratified by the interest which they obviously take in the prison department. 

Every prisoner is clothed in this gaol in a prison dress, and much care is taken in classi- 
fying crime, and there were no complaints made by prisoners. 

I finally beg to again submit for the Board’s favourable consideration, the necessity of a 
new arrangement for the employment of prisoners, and refer to our Reports for 1842 and 
1843 for our suggestions on the subject.

The very favourable Report made last year by my colleague, Doctor White, on his Grangegorman-lane. 
inspection of this very interesting prison, as well as our annual Reports for several years, 
leave me nothing to add to former Reports, previous to entering into a detail of the man- 
agement in each department, except my entire approval of the zealous attention of Mrs. 

Rawlins, the head Matron, to the internal discipline of the inmates, and of the heads of every 
other department to their several responsible duties. 

It is unnecessary here to repeat the useful tables given last year by Doctor White, as in 
bur improved Appendix to our General 1101)0141 will bo found the criminal returns, expen- 
diture, employment, and other valuable statistics of every prison in Ireland, separately. I 
shall therefore confine myself .to an accurate report of the system pursued, with such obser- 
vations on each subject as occur to me to submit to the Grand Jury and Board of Superin- 
tendence, for information or improvement. . 

On the important subject of the entire separation of prisoners in cells by day and mght, 
which is in practice in the Pontonvillc convict prison in London and a few others, and winch is 
now legalized in Ireland on certain conditions, I have only to remark, that the structure of 
bur prisons in general, as well as those in England, does not admit, without vast alterations 
and expense, its adoption, except partially ; and though I fully approve of Hie value of that 
system, when it can be obtained with all the necessary attendants of constant inspection, 
employment, school instruction, daily visits of the clergy of each indmdual, vcntdatioii and 
heating of largo colls, separate yards for exercise, with separate stalls for the chapel and 
hospital, yet I cannot ask the Grand Juries to undergo this great expense tdl experience 
shall sanction it, or the law make it imperative. It has, however, been partially tried by 
Mrs. Rawlins with a few classes for two years, and found to answer the objects of preventing 
evil communication amongst prisoners, and acting as a punishment to recommitted Prisoners, 
who are so numerous in a largo city. With respect to the moral reformation which the 
separate system is calculated to produce, if aided by the accommodation, inspection ,&c. 

I have detailed above, I can only say, it must fall far short of the sanguine expectations of ts 
supporters, in cities, unless accompanied by a refuge for the ready penitent, supported by 
Government, as in London ; as in most cases of penitence, the pool-outcasts, without charac- 
ter or friends, have no resource but returning to then- former habits and accomplices. • 

Such refuges have existed in Dublin for years, supported by private subscriptions, but they 
have greatly failed, cither from want of extensive means to supply the demand, or ot that sup- 
port and attention which public funds and public inspection and responsibility alone can give

The Board of Superintendence are now engaged in contracting for a heating and venti- 
lating apparatus for a part of the prison cells, &c. ; and from their zealous exertions, I doubt 
not but the result will be useful to this gaol, and an example for other prisons to follow in 
this important matter. The yards and chapel also require to be altered for the separated 
classes, before the separate system can be effectually enforced. 

So long as lunatics are confined here, it will always act as a drawback on discipline and 
good order ; but it is right I should state, that it is in contemplation to remedy this evil in 
all our Irish prisons, by the erection of more asylums for pauper and criminal lunatics. 

The female convicts are also assembled here from all parts of Ireland previous to embark- 
ation for the Colonies, by the kind consent of the Grand Jury and Board; and much 
advantage has arisen from the arrangement, by the care and attention paid to them by Mrs. 
Rawlins, by the accurate accounts kept of the expenditure and registries by the Governor, 
and the valuable care of the sick by the medical officers, exclusive, of all the details and 
records of final embarkation. It has not hitherto been an inconvenience to the city, as the 
number of prisoners admitted of some spare accommodation ; and until a G overnment depot 
is provided, giving a cell to every convict, or nearly so, and other room in proportion, and 
where the convicts would have the undivided attention of officers, no better arrangement 
can be made than that in practice at this prison. 

Whenever, however, the city authorities shall require the room from any increase of crime, 
I have no doubt but the Government will at once relievo them from the charge of the 
convicts. 

Almost every prisoner is employed in this gaol at some useful industry, hut chiefly in 
needlework and knitting, by which a considerable profit is mado on work taken in by 
contract. The laundry and kitchen occupy about .40 prisoners, and thus many are in- 
structed in an employment they knew nothing of before; and it is to he hoped that some take 
advantage of this, and do not return to the haunts of vice. In the absence of a separate 
system, which is yet to he tried, I can suggest no hotter arrangement for work than Mrs. 
Rawlins has established ; but I would remark on the inexpediency of any congregated work 
for prisoners whenever separate work can he obtained, as evil communication amongst pri- 
soners necessarily follows ; and whenever the improvements in prison discipline and proper 
cells admit of it, I would prefer abandoning the profits of a laundry and the saving of expense 
in cooking by prisoners, and employing servants for these works, to the present mode of 
doing all prison duties by prisoners, however profitable or expedient it may be. 

The law in England does not allow prisoners to ho engaged in such works together, and 
I do think it inconsistent with a sound penal and reformitory discipline. 

An efficient school system has been always carried on in this female prison, by the class 
matrons, and a correct registry is kept of improvement ; and tho moral instruction given by 
each of these matrons, under the general and daily inspection of Mrs. Rawlins, is well 
arranged and conducted, as well as the work. I examined each class matron separately on 
the.se points, before the prisoners ; and though necessarily some of thorn possess more tact 
and qualifications for this duty, I have to report most favourably of tho whole system, as the 
best that can be pm-sued so long as prisoners are congregated together for instruction. 

Ample classification of the degrees of crime is preserved, and separation by day at work, 
and at night in a single cell, is practised in two or throe of tho classes, as opportunities offer 
by spare and large cells ; and this will be considerably- extended when the present plans of 
heating and ventilating more large cells shall he accomplished. 

The Board have taken much pains to obtain economical contracts, for the best articles of 
consumption, and the expense per head per day for food is very moderate indeed. The 
quantity is according to law, and the quality is, generally speaking, good and according to 
contract. This however requires the constant attention of all the authorities for inspecting 
the supplies. 

Nothing can exceed the neatness and accuracy of this important department of the 
interior economy of a prison, conducted by the Governor, assisted by an efficient clerk. 
Sufficient checks are established on the issues and receipts ; the various accounts of expen- 
diture, public returns, and other matters are prepared for the Grand Jury with minute detail, 
and secured almost against the possibility of fraud. The voluminous registries of crime 
and criminals arc arranged in excellent order, and the whole system is worthy of example in 
other prisons. 

This department is admirably well conducted, under the care of Doctor Harty and 
Surgeon Read, assisted by a well qualified matron, and the constant inspection of Mrs. 
Rawlins. The care of the sick is provided for in every particular, in well arranged and 
ventilated wards, and the medicines are obtained on reasonable terms. 

The staff of this extensive prison is necessarily numerous, hut so far from being too much 
so, I think the Board of Superintendence would do well to guard against a reduction on 
vacancies, that might injure the discipline and inspection. 

Sir Edward Stanley, the Local Inspector, with the medical officers, who have the duties of 
all the city prisons to attend to as well as this, visit and inspect as the law requires, and 
perform with care their various duties. The Chaplains attend regularly, and I have no 
reason to think their duty neglected ; hut should total separation of prisoners take place, I 
consider a daily attendance Would be absolutely necessary. 

Mrs. Rawlins, the head Matron, is indefatigable in her zealous attention to the interior 
discipline and moral government of those under her care, and is highly qualified for her 
office. The class matrons under her are well selected, and some of them have been 
frequently offered the matronship of county gaols. 
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Tho Governor, Mr. Marquis, lias cliargo of flip safety of the prison, the stoves and the C.,v 
romptoted aocounts and ingistrics, and expenditure of the gaol. I have before stated the re- 
value of his system of books and accounts, and ho possesses the entire confidence of the EicJmJRmjU

Since the abolition of the sheriffs prison for debtors in the city of Dublin, the arrange- 
ments for the accommodation, as well as tlie good order, of such prisoners, have been 
matiy improved. Indeed so much, that except some improvements m the finance system 
hereafter detailed, I am enabled to report that from the zealous and prudent conduct of the 
T ecd Lpcctor and Marshal, peace and order prevail throughout, and no complaints 
exTsttd which is remarkable in a debtors' prison, where punishment is difficult, and where 
inmates cannot he treated under the coercive law tor criminals.

This regulation has all the effects of a contract, and Dr. Benson considers it as such, and 
admits that he considers himself at liberty to expend it or not as he .thinks right. He; 
liowever, has shown me an account since 1838, when it commenced, manifestly proving 
that he has taken no advantage of the opportunity afforded of increasing his salary thereby, 
and he is most anxious to get rid of so unpleasant a contract, and thinks it would be a bad 
practice or precedent for any hospital. I therefore submit for favourable consideration, 
that an order should be madc appointing an apothecary to compound the prescriptions, as 
ordered by Dr. Benson, at £30 per annum, and that the medicines should be ordered from 
Apothecaries’ Hall or some druggist’s by the doctor, and the actual expense charged each 
year or quarter, and paid by the Local Inspector on a certificate from the doctor, of the quan- 
tity actually used. I submit also, that any medical comforts required and ordered by the 
doctor, should be provided by the apothecary, and charged in the quarter’s account by the 
Local Inspector, along with the medicines, as directed by the Prison Act, 7th Geo. IV., cap. 
74, sect. 72, 74, for all gaols in Ireland. Dr. Benson not only approves of this arrangement; 
but has since written to me to request I will recommend it. I have no reason to think the 
expense would be in the least increased by it, and certainly the present practice leaves 
room for abuse. 

The visiting book I have recommended for all non-resident officers to sign on their visits, 
has been willingly adopted by all the officers, and requires at present no order from 
Government to enforce it. 



City Marshalsea , Green-street. 

This prison continues still to be used for debtors committed from the Court of Conscience 
for trifling debts. It is in a dilapidated and wretched state, and totally unsuitable for the 
purposes, exclusive of the misery it entails on the families of poor tradesmen, who are 
confined here for some trifling amount, often under £l, and who arc detained a certain 
number of days by way of penalty, and then discharged as paupers, on paying a fee and 
costs, amounting often to the original debt. 

The Corporation Act provides for the abolition of this prison, as soon as a president is 
appointed to the Court of Conscience. But should the English Act for preventing any 
arrest for debts under £20 be extended to Ireland, it would at once abolish this prison 
effectually, and relieve all the gaols in Ireland from crowds of debtors, awaiting their 
release by the Insolvent Court, the vast majority of whom are for debts even under £10. 
There are more than 500 prisoners now confined in the Irish prisons, for sums under £20. 
There were 16 male debtors and 2 female do. confined on the day of my inspection. 

St. Sepulchre's Manor Prison. 

This small debtors’ prison belongs to the Archbishop of Dublin as lord of the manor, and 
is used for executing decrees for arrest for debt, issued by the seneschal of the manor, in the 
neighbouring court-house. It contains five small rooms, which are rented to debtors by the 
keeper, and one room for paupers. The latter are not fed or provided with any accommo- 
dation, and the whole house requires painting and repairs, if it is to be continued. Very 
few are ever confined here ; and if the law should prevent the arrest for debts under £20, 
it would almost cease to be used. Should it however be otherwiso, I submit that provision 
should be made for feeding all pauper prisoners, as in every gaol in the kingdom ; and the 
whole should undergo a thorough repair. 

Southfield Depot for Cmvicts. 

This prison, formerly used as a penitentiary for boys committed to gaol, has been fitted 
up by Government as a depot for male convicts, where they are received from the county 
gaols in Ireland previous to embarkation, in order to relieve the county of Dublin gaol, at 
Kilmainham, from the crowded state it was frequently in from assembling convicts there, 
and which, the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence complained of, as interfering 
with the discipline of their county gaol. 

This is our first Report on this depot, and I consider it right to place on record, the 
necessity that induced the Government, on our recommendation, to fit up a depot in this 
. locality, at a small expense. Had the Irish Government proposed the expense of erecting 
a model convict prison, for the reception of all convicts immediately after their sentence, 
and to carry on a system of penal discipline previous to embarkation, we should have not 
thought of this locality, not only from its confined room for building, but because we would 
prefer such a prison being erected near Dublin, for security, health, and ventilation; but as 
Smithfield depot belonged to Government, it was the only economical plan that presented 
itself, to procure a temporary place for collecting convicts, as usual, just previous to em-* 
barkation, and for retaining a few there as' circumstances required.

Mrs. Rawlins and .Mr/ Marquis only receive £40 each annually for their important 
duties, and I cannot but consider it very moderate indeed. 

Mrs. Rawlins is aided in her duty by -one of her assistant matrons, Mrs. Miles, who acts 
as assistant and store matron, and Mrs. Rawlins speaks highly of her value as such. Her 
stores are very neatly kept, as well as the books connected with them. Her payment also is 
very moderate, viz., only £10 annually. 

Employment. The contracts are made on reasonable terms. The convicts are clothed, and employed 

to a considerable extent. However, I am inclined to recommend, that they should never bo 
mixed up with city prisoners in the kitchen or laundry work, however useful it may bo in 
other respects. 

S'* 001 - A good school is kept daily by the matrons. 

Hospital. The sick are carefully attended to by the city medical officers, Dr. Harty and Surgeon 

Read, and great pains are taken by them to examine every convict on arrival and on leaving 
the prison, and to prepare those fit for embarkation.

County of Antrim Gaol, at Carricbfcryus. 

Great difficulties have for many years arisen in this county from the want of prison 
accommodation, either in the county gaol here, or the small house of correction at Belfast ; 
and wo have consequently been unablo at any period to place this populous and extensive 
county amongst our first class for prison discipline, however valuable at all times have been 
the zealous efforts of tho Grand Juries and Boards of Superintendence to supply temporary 
remedies in both prisons, and however zealous tho officers of botli prisons were to establish 
order and discipline. These insurmountable difficulties have at length induced tho Grand 
Jury to take the subject up, and they have provided an ample remedy, by erecting an ex- 
tensive bouse ot correction and bridewell at Belfast for tho whole county, which will contain 
the best accommodation, in every department, for all tho tried prisoners of the county, however 
numerous ; and the bridewell division will also contain room for all the untried prisoners of 
the populous district of Belfast, so that tho untried prisoners of the rest of the county only, 
will be confined in Carrickfcrgus gaol till tried. 

I inspected the new house of correction minutely, and it will bo ready for occupation in 
April next ; and as it will then become the subject for another Report, I need not noiv enter 
on any detail of .the accommodation it will afford, beyond stating that there will be room for 
at least 300 prisoners, with every necessary provision mado for separation, employment, 
school and religious instruction, cooking, laundry, and ventilation, with hospitals for both 
sexes. No pains or expense has been spared to render this a model prison for Ireland ; and 
it reflects the highest credit on tho architect, Mr. Lanyon, who has visited the London Model' 
Prison at Pentonville, and adopted most of tho arrangements which experience has provided 
m that Government gaol, so far as they can apply to a county prison. 

Having thus stated the prospects of tho county — as to its future provision for prison discip- 
line and accommodation — it only remains for me to report upon the present state of the 
county establishments for this purpose ; and it is gratifying to say, that no abuse appears to 
me to exist, and that, so far as means are afforded, good order prevails, and as littlo incon- 
venience arises from the crowded state of both prisons, and the total want of cells for sopara- 
tion at night, as could be expected. I suggested to the Board at my inspection, and I think 
1 ^ fn 6 re P ea ^ I 'would recommend that Mr. Forbes, the present Governor 

ot tho old house of correction in Belfast, should be sent to England, to visit the Pentonville 
prison, and also the juvenile prison, at tho Isle of Wight, near Southampton, where lie would 
nocessarily obtain much practical information. And it is only just that I should here state 
my high opinion of the zeal and intelligence of this officor, and my belief that ho will bean 
acquisition to the county in the new prison, should ho be removed to it by the Grand Jury 
and the county authorities.

M’hc foodi of the prisoners is oatmeal and potatoes, with milk, and is good m quality and Dietary, 
sufficient in quantity ; and tho cost docs not exceed %/. per head per day. A purveyor 
Tinrflnscs the food at the lowest market price, and is allowed 10 per cent, on the outlay, 
consequently, there aro very few contracts. This custom is unusual, and I cannot consider 
it as a good method, though it lias not worked with any bad effect m this gaol. All tho 
officers residing in the gaol, except tho Governor, receive rations which is now very unusual. 

The Local Inspector, Governor, and deputy are zealous and intelligent officers, and no Officers, 
nains arc spared by them to carry out the objects of tho legislature in this prison, notwith- 
standing its bad structure and short accommodation. _ llio Chaplains attend to all then 
duties, and the turnkeys appear well selected and qualified. ... 

The medical officer merits great credit for the health of the prisoners generally in this Hospital,

The employment of the prisoners has been steadily pursued ; and the profits arising from 
stone-breaking for the streets of Belfast, has been, as usual, remunerative. A few prisoners 
have been instructed in trades, and school instruction has been given to every prisoner. 

The diet of the prisoners is of a good quality and economically provided, and inspected by 
the proper officers. The duties of the Local Inspector, Chaplains, Governor, and sub- 
officers, are all performed with zealous attention. No rations arc allowed to any officer. 

The female classes are conducted under the oaro of a Matron and an assistant ; and as the 
Matron has been appointed since my last inspection, it is right I should state that she appears 
well qualified. The prisoners are all employed, and receive school instruction from her. 

The books and accounts are kept with great accuracy, and proper chocks established on 
all issues. The hospital department is attended to by tho medical officer with much care 
and skill, under very unfavourable circumstances, as the accommodation affords but one room 
for males and one for females ; notwithstanding which, the returns of the sick are few in 
number, and there is a total absence of contagious or epidemic diseases. 

The prisoners are all clothed in a prison dress ; and although the total want of sufficient 
cells, and other accommodation, for classification and separation, precludes the possibility of 
either, I have great satisfaction in reporting so favourably on the general order that prevails, 
and bearing my testimony to the tact and rapacity of Mr. Forbes, the Governor, which I 
consider points him out as a qualified governor for the new house of correction. And I 
submit that he should be sent to London, to visit the Poutonvillo Prison, with the view of his 
obtaining some practical information on the details of tho separate system. 

There were 71 prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, viz., 51 males and 20 
females, all sentenced to hard labour, and employed accordingly, chiefly at stone-breaking ; 
but a few shoemakers, tailors, weavers, and carpenters are engaged at trades as opportunities 
offer. 

The Board of Superintendence moot monthly, or oftener when necessary, to manage the 
affairs of this prison.

County of Armagh Gaol, at Armagh. 

It is gratifying at length to bo able to report that this county gaol is about to be enlarged. 
The sura of £5,000 has been presented for the purpose ; the plans have been prepared by Mr. 
Murray, the architect; and it only remains for the Grand Jury, at tho Spring Assizes, to 
ratify the proceedings, and appoint building commissioners to commeneo this necessary work. 
Our Annual Reports, for many years, have consisted of a painful repetition of the total want 
of accommodation for any system of discipline calculated to reform prisoners, or to execute 
the sentence of the law, by making confinement a rational punishment. It is only necessary 
to l'eport the single fact that there are only 18 cells for dormitories in the entire prison, for 
a daily average of 130 prisoners, to satisfy the county that the present expenditure is abso- 
lutely necessary, and could not longer be delayed. It was and is utterly impossible for the 
best officers to carry on any creditable system with tho present accommodation ; and the 
clean and orderly state of the prison, notwithstanding the congregated and unclassified numbers 
assembled at meals and work, is only to be attributed to the care and zealous inspection of 
the Local Inspector, Dr. Kidd, and the attention of all the officers, resident and non-resident, 
to their various duties. 

Crime has diminished in this county, as in most others, within the last year. Thore were 
ouly 111 prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, viz. : —

Forty-one of these were debtors, chiefly for small sums. 

The provision made for classification, employment, and separation, is so utterly deficient 
that it is unnecessary to go into detail, as the Grand Jury have presented £5,000 to remedy 
the evils arising from this defect, by erecting a considerable addition to the present buildings ; 
and I propose communicating with the architect, with tho view of making this small sum 
available to remedy the chief defects. 

The only employment for the male prisoners is the tread-wheel, and stone-breaking for the 
roads, in two large sheds ; and it is valuable as a relief from idleness and acts as a punish- 
ment, and tlius prevents the prison being a desirable residence for the depraved and idle. 
At a future period I hope to see the younger criminals taught trades, and otherwise morally 
improved by separation and instruction. 

A good school is conducted under the care of a master, -who is also store-keeper ; and on 
examining the registry, I find many are taught to read who were ignorant. 

The female classes are conducted under the care of a Matron and assistant, and as far as 
the confined accommodation admits of, they are attended to, receive instruction in reading, and 
are employed in spinning and washing. 

The Governor and resident and non-resident officers are all zealous in the performance 
of their duties, without which, this county gaol would necessarily bo a scene of confusion, 
from the total absence of sufficient accommodation in cells to separate all at night, and the ill- 
disposed and unruly by day. To the zealous attention of Doctor Kidd, the Local Inspector, 
we are indebted much for the good order that prevails, and for the remedies he provides when 
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difficulties occur. The Chaplains visit regularly, and attend to their flocks on Sunday ; and Noeth Dxhsiot. 
the turnkeys appear to me to be qualified and well selected. 

There is a good hospital, and the males and females are separated in it, and well attended Co - Armagh Gaul > 
to, under the care of Doctor Robinson, the surgeon of the County Infirmary, whose zealous Armagh. 
attention to the care of the sick in this crowded prison is manifest from the absence of con- Hos P ital * 
tagious diseases, and from there not being more than the ordinary number of patients for the 
average number in prison. 

The diet of the prisoners is good in quality and sufficient in quantity, and is provided at Dietary, 
an unusually moderate price. It will this year not exceed 2\d. per head per day. The usual 
mode in other gaols, of the prisoners eating their food in the cells, cannot be complied with 
here, from the want of cells, at present ; but I attended at meal hours, and much order and 
regularity prevailed, notwithstanding the numbers assembled. Contracts are made by the 
Board of Superintendence for all articles of consumption, and no rations are allowed to any 
officer except the Matron. 

I minutely examiued the books, registers, and accounts, and they are correctly kept and General Observa- 
made up half-yearly. The check on the issue of all stores and provisions is properly pre- tioils - 
served, and I do not think that any fraud exists. 

There is no regular prison dress, and those only who are in great need are clothed by the 
county. This defect will, I think, be remedied in the new prison, as to do so is not only legal, 
but tends to good order and cleanliness. 

The solitary colls are quite deficient in size, ventilation, and heat. They should be used 
with great caution, and only for a few hours as a temporary punishment. 

Bridewells in County Armagh. County Armagh

This bridewell is admirably well kept, and I found it clean and in good order. There 
are sufficient cells, with two day-rooms and two yards, for the accommodation of the few prison- 
ers, till removed to the county gaol. The sexes are separated, the registry correctly kept, 
and the pauper prisoners are fed. 

Murkethill. Markethill. 

This new bridewell lias also sufficient accommodation for the temporary objects of these 
minor prisons. I fouud it in excellent order, the furniture complete, and the registry of 
criminals correctly kept. The paupers are fed, and the males and females separated. 

Ncwtoionhamilton. Newtownharailton. 

This small prison is also now well attended to, and no deficiency exists, as Dr Kidd, the 
Local Inspector of the county gaol, him been requested by the Board of Superintendence 
to visit the county bridewells occasionally. His visits have been most useful, as furniture is 
provided, and alterations made on good testimony, aud any abuse rapidly corrected. But few 
prisoners are confined here, and these, as in the other bridewells, only at sessions, and for a 
few days, till removed to Armagh. The males and females are separated, the pauper 
prisoners fed, and the registry correctly kept. 

Ballybot, Newry. Ballybot. 

This bridewell is deficient in accommodation, there being only two large cells; there are 
also two day-rooms and two yards ; but the whole wants repair, and four more cells at least 
should be erected. The keoper is an old, and I believe a faithful, public officer ; and at his 
advanced age, I beg again to recommend his receiving a small pension, as is usual in other 
counties. He attends to his duty as far as his age permits, and his registry is correctly 
kept. Provision should at onco be made for the cells I have recommended.

County of Cavan Gaol, at Cavan. 

This county gaol has been for many years reported by us as being conducted on sound 
principles of penal discipline, as far as the accommodation afforded opportunity of doing so 
to the officers ; and on a minute inspection for the current year, I am enabled to repeat my 
full approbation of the system pursued in each department. I have only to regret that 
the improvements made in the law, by permitting the total separation of all prisoners in large 
well-ventilated cells, cannot as yet bo acted upon in this gaol, on account of the small size of 
the cells ; consequently they continue to be congregated in classes and at work, where evil 
communication amongst prisoners must necessarily take place ; aud till the Grand Jury shall 
enlarge the cells, no zeal on the part of the working officers can remedy this defect. . 

From what the Grand Jury have already granted, at our suggestion, for improving this 
gaol, I have no doubt they will gradually proceed to keep pace with the modern improve- 
ments now taking place in the moral government of all prisons ; and I am gratified at stating 
that a presentment has already passed the cess-payers, for enlarging the female gaol, and 
will be brought before the Grand Jury at the approaching assizes for approval. I examined 
the plans, and beg to recommend them strongly for adoption, as the present female classes 
have no suitable accommodation whatever, by night or day ; and all the efforts of the well- 
qualified Matron and her assistant are paralyzed by the want of means to classify, and 
separate the prisoners, as the law directs. On a future occasion I will suggest some trifling 
alterations in the male cells, 'which, with the rooms that will he available if the arrest for

There arc six solitary cells, but they nrc so small and badly ventilated that they arc not 
used ; and the night cells arc employed for any gaol punishments, which arc very few. 

Every prisoner capable of working is engaged at sonic industry in this gaol, and lias been 
so for many years ; and annually a few young prisoners are sent out with a knowledge of a 
trade, of which they were ignorant before. Profitable industry cannot at present bo 
obtained in a central county, where there can be little or no sale of manufactured goods; 
hut I consider instruction" in trades preferablo to any gain to be mado, so far as moral 
government is concerned. Tailoring, shoemaking, weaving, carpentering, painting, &c., arc 
the occupations in use, as opportunities offer by tradesmen being in confinement. 

A qualified master is employed, and a good school is established, and held daily in the 
chapel. I attended it, and examined some of the prisoners, as well as the registry kept of 
improvement: 31 prisoners have learned to read and write in the current year, who were 
totally ignorant on being committed. 

There are two female classes only, which is as much as the accommodation permits till 
the new addition shall be erected. The Matron and assistant are qualified officers, and tnko 
great pains with the prisoners in moral management, school instruction, and work ; but from 
the want of cells, for separation and other moans of classifying, much less good is obtained 
than might otherwise be expected. 

I minutely examined the books, registries, and accounts of this gaol, and I highly approve 
of the system pursued, with proper checks on all issues and receipts. The accounts of the 
work of each prisoner, with the profits and amount each is entitled to by law, are nccm*ately 
kept, and a receipt taken for liis share, viz., one-third of tho clear gain. Two-thirds go to 
the credit of the county funds. 

The legal food is provided for at tho moderate price of 2d. per head per day for the 
current year. It is good in quality, and sufficient in quantity. Tho prisoners eat their 
meals in their cells. It is served with regularity ; and I saw each class marched to their 
cells, after grace being said by a prisoner. 

The original hospital has, for some years, been occupied by the female pi’isoners, with the 
permission of tho medical officer. Three other rooms are allocated for tho sick, and no 
inconvenience has arisen from this arrangement. However, should much fever or epidemic 
disease occur, it would probably require tho re-occupation of the old hospital, or part of it ; 
and eventually an hospital should be erected. The sick are carefully atteudod to by Dr. 
Roo, iu every respect ; and the cost of medicines for this year is only £22. 

The Local Inspector, Captain Burrows, takes great interest in all the concerns of this 
establishment, and visits daily; and the Chaplains attend to their various duties. The 
Governor is an intelligent and zealous officer, fully qualified for his office ; and much credit is 
due to him for the good order and discipline pursued in the prison, in every department. 
There are seven turnkeys and assistants, and they now appear to mo to be well selected and 
qualified. 

The Board of Superintendence meet when required, and havo always taken much interest 
in the interior ecouomy and management of this county gaol. They make contracts for 
most things consumed in the prison, and examine all accounts when they meet. 

Every prisoner is clothed in a prison dress, and there were only 11 re-committals this 
real*, which speaks well for the discipline carried on.

There are three minor prisons in this county, for use at quarter sessions, and occasional 
confinement for a few days previous to final committal to the county gaol, viz.

Crime has diminished for tho last year in this county, as I found, at my inspection on 
nerd September, only 64 prisoners of all classes, and the average of the year daily will 
faredv exceed TO ; ivherei it was 100 in the year 1843. This may account for the creum- 
strnce that no general steps have been as yet taken by the Grand Jury to alter the gaol, so 
asTo adapt it to tho separate system, now legalised by Act of Parliament, and whicTi is in 
OTMtict m some of the best gails in England, and m progress m some of our Insli prisons. 
Ctoon as the success of tho system obtains general approval, and the county Gland Jury 
are aware of the number to be provided on a correct average, I cannot think that the county 
5 Donegal will bo slow to follow up every improvement in prison disc® me; as, since our 
sonomtment their desire to adopt an improved system has been evinced by the election of 
• eao l and tho appointment of zealous nud intelligent officers, who have been amongst 
thp first to’ originate and carry out improvements m every department. 

Tie GrMd S Inry have already ordered, at tho suggestion o the Board of Superm endence, 
five separate cells to bo erected over tho chapel, properly heated and ventilated, and of suffi-

Hospitals. There are separate rooms allocated for male and female infirmaries, and the department is 

kept in excellent order by the infirmary surgeon, to whose constant visits and care of the 
sick are to be attributed the absence of contagion, the general health of the prisoners during 
the year, and the moderate expense of medicine. 

Dietary. The diet is economical, and legal in quantity and quality : the cost will not this year exceed 

2 \d. per head daily. It is served at present in classes, but if the sheds I have recommended are 
adopted, the separation at all times can be procured. The resident officers receive rations. 

Classification. There are four male and two female classes, kept separate at work by day and in cells at 

night, and a considerable degree of silence is preserved. This gaol, like all others at pre- 
sent in Ireland, is much disturbed by the committals of lunatics, of which class there are 
seven confined. A remedy will, however, soon be provided by the erection of a central asylum 
for the province of Ulster. 

I would again submit for the favourable consideration of the Grand Jury and Board of 
Superintendence, the advantage and legality of a general prison dross. The outlay is small, - 
and the materials could be woven and made up in the gaol, and thus considerable employment 
be found for prisoners ; and so many of them are now provided with clothing (when required! 
by the orders of the Board, that the difference would be very trifling. 

The Board of Superintendence meet monthly, or oftener if necessary, to regulate the 
accounts and all other matters, as well as to make contracts ; and the county are indebted to 
them for the interest they take in all the concerns of their public establishments in this 
department. 

Eight lunatics are still kept in the old gaol, from want of room in Derry Asylum, but this 
will soon be abolished. In the mean time, the poor inmates are kindly treated, fed, and clothed. 
The expenditure and all other details are given in our Appendix, No. 2 . 

Bkidew.ells in County Donegal. 

These temporary minor prisons, for confinement till finally committed to the county gaol, are 
kept in excellent order, by turnkeys promoted from the county gaol. The Rev. Mr. Clarke, 
the Local Inspector, occasionally visits them ; and I believe the Board proposes he should 
periodically do so, to check their expenditure and recommend necessary repairs. In several 
counties where this has been done, much good has arisen. Mr. Clarke accompanied me in 
some of my visits, and these establishments arc very creditably conducted, viz. : 

Letterlienny , Donegal, and Buncranq. 

Thev have all two day-rooms, two yards, and a few cells for separation ; the registries are 
correctly kept ; the males and females arc separated, and the paupor prisoners are fed. 

A new bridewell is building at Glenties, but is not yet occupied.

I minutely inspected this extensive prison on the 23rd December, 1844, and was,- 
as hitherto, gratified by the sound moral feeling and government which exists in every de- 
partment, under the management of the Governor, Mr. Rowan, whose intelligence on a 
sound prison system of discipline, and whose zeal for the improvement of overy individual 
prisoner under his care, manifests him to be a liighly qualified officer in every respect. It is 
to be regretted that this extensive gaol, erected only 20 years, does not possess at present 
the means of enforcing the separate system, from the small size of the colls, and the want of 
sufficient heat and ventilation in them, as Mr. Rowan has made himself acquainted with 
the mode pursued for separation in the Model Prison in London, and the reports of those in 
America, and has a high opinion of the results of such a practice in the reformation of criminals. 

However, the new house of correction now just finished at Belfast, will give the plan a full 
n , as every provision is there made for the separate system ; and should it succeed as we 
anticipate, I have no doubt but the intelligent Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence of 
tins large county, wdl suggest some mode by which the separation of prisoners can be exten--

There are 200 single cells, exclusive of the debtors’ rooms, which afford ample accom- 
modation for classification at night ; and 60 of these cells being appropriated to females, gives 
them also a single cell each, at night, which is very unusual. There are also sufficient work 
and dav rooms, with separate hospital and chapel accommodation, laundry, cooking, kitchen, 
and officers’ apartments. Should the separate system be adopted, the whole would require 
to be heated, as at Beliast. _ , 

The prisoners arc all engaged at some work, principally stone-breaking, and pounding Employment, 
freestone • and a few are at weaving, shoemaking, tailoring, and making nails. But trades 
are not taught sufficiently, as a system, to the younger prisoners, which ought to have a 
moral effect ; and if so, should be carried on, even at an expense to the county. The females 
are also all employed ; and one-third of the clear earnings is paid to the prisoners on leaving 



gaol, as the law directs. There is a tread-wheel for hard-labour sentences. 



A good school is established for the males, daily, in the chapel divisions, attended bv a well School, 
nualitied master.

Enniskillen. p HIS county gaol is not in a state to report upon as to practical discipline, as the extensive 

addition so liberally presented for by the Grand Jury is in progress, and almost finished ; 
consequently the prisoners (95 in number) are in a very crowded state in the old gaol, 
and it is very creditable to the officers that even so much order prevails. The classifi- 
cation of crime has been necessarily abandoned, and the full and profitable employment of 
the prisoners cannot be extensively carried on till the new prison shall be occupied. I, 
however, must say, that from the zeal of the officers, resident and non-resident, supported as 
they are by a Board of Superintendence who tako a groat interest in tho well-being of this 
county establishment, I shall be greatly disappointed if at next inspection it does not exhibit 
a sound system of penal discipline. The Governor is a new officer, and necessarily inexpe- 
rienced in minute details ; but his anxiety to obtain information is very creditable to him, 
and he proposes to visit some of the best neighbouring prisons for the purpose. . 

It is but justice to remark upon the excellent work manifest in tho new building, and the 
quantity of accommodation provided for so small a sum of money. The plan and execution 
of it are highly creditable to the architect (Mr. Farrcl) and tho contractor, who has spared no 
pains or expense to exhibit a model for additions to other county gaols ; and I can, with satis- 
faction, recommend the plan and workmanship to any building commissions and Grand Juries 
about to extend their prison accommodation.

There are also officers’ apartments, but no hospital, proper chapel, or laundry. This state- 
ment will quite satisfy the Grand Jury, that the money expended in the new buildings has 
not been thrown away. 

Notwithstanding the crowded state of the gaol, and the disturbance arising from building the 
addition, a few prisoners were employed at trades, viz., weaving, tailoi’ing, and shoemaking; 
and several prisoners wero breaking stones for the yards and roads. From this I expect, when 
the new gaol is occupied, considerable improvement will take place in the work department, 
which is even now creditably conducted. The accounts of the prisoners’ profits (however 
trifling) are not kept, as the Board of Superintendence have not hitherto allowed the prisoners 
any share ; but I explained the law to the Local Inspector on this point, and the accounts 
will be kept in future. 

A good school under a qualified master has been kept in this gaol for some years, and, on 
examining the registry, I found that upwards of 30 prisoners had learned to read and write 
™ 7^ ar ’ were totally ignorant on their committal. It has. been the practice not to 

oblige idle voung prisoners to attend the master unless they wished it, and consequently a 
few. were ldkngat the room. I suggested that such men should be removed to their cells 
during school hours, and not bo permitted' to , disturb tho school or show a bad example. 
The master is a good officer, and has an excellent method of giving instruction, and has 
evinced his qualification by the numbers taught. 

There is only one Matron to take chavge of 30 female prisoners, and often more. She 
bears an excellent, character, and I have every reason to consider that she is qualified for 
her interesting duties; but unless the Board of Superintendence give her an assistant, I do 
not thiuk the moral government and instruction can be carried on with effect, nor can the 
necessary inspection at all times be preserved. I submit, for tho favourable consideration 
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, ... that an assistant, at £15 per annum, should be appointed on occupying the new

every aid in my power. I consider that about £200, laid out with judgment, would enable 
the Boat'd of Superintendence to commence the system with advantage to the county.

This is quite sufficient room for a sound system of penal discipline, and only requires some 
arrangement to make the cells large enough for total separation and employment. If the 
money received by the county for the food of military and excise prisoners was expended in 
alterations, it would save any expense to the public. f 

Breaking stones for the roads, and bones for manure; arc the only works carried on in 
this gaol, with the tread-wheel for hard-labour sentences. I think weaving, shoemaking and 
tailoring could be added ; especially if any of the turnkeys were tradesmen, which is not the 
case here, though usual in other prisons. No profits arc made by the work ; and I think 
the debtors should not be required to work, unless a profit arises from it. 

A good school is established under the clerk and turnkeys, and benefit has been derived 
from it by the prisoners; but I recommend a better mode of keeping the registrv of 
improvement and daily work performed. J 

The female department is conducted with care by a competent Matron and assistant, 
there tvere only nine prisoners, and they were in one class, but had separate cells at night 
Whenever the number increases there should bo two classes at least; and, when practicable 
separation is as necessary for females as males. The prisoners receive school instruction, 
and are employed in washing, spinning, and sewing. They are all clothed in a prison dress. 

i here are two hos2lltals, separated as the act directs, for males and females, and the sick are 
care mil y attended to by the medical officer. The medicines are procured from a druggist 
in hhiblin .at a moderate expense, and an apothecary is paid for attendanco and compound- 
ing. . ! he infirmary surgeon attends when called upon, without salary. There have been very 
lew in hospital, ilie prisoners are reported to me as having been very healthy during the 
year , and nothing remarkable occurred to be reported upon. 

The Local Inspector is an intelligent and zealous officer, and the Chaplains attend to all 
tlieir duties. I he Governor is attentive to the several departments, and the general cleanli- 
ness and good order that prevail are very creditable to him. The sub-officers appear to be 
well selected; and I have only to regret that some of them are not tradesmen, to enable the 
Governor to teach the prisoners, without expense, some useful industry. 

Ike food for the prisoners is good in quality and legal in quantity, and is provided at a 
very moderate expense, viz., 2 \d. per head per day. No rations are allowed to the officers. 

I minutely examined the books, registries, and accounts, and found them correctly kept, 
Che ° kS estab ls 1 he , d on 1 recei P ts and issues.

This extensive county gaol continues to bo conducted on sound principles of penal discipline; 
w been built on tlio view of classification of crime only, previous to the system of 

tofal separation being acted upon in Great Britain, I can only report, that no pains or expense 
have been spared by the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence, to carry out the 
oririnal intention of congregated classification ; and a steady and rigid system 4 internal 
discipline and employment is pursued with zealous attention, and enforced by the vigilant 
inspection of the Local Inspector, Dr. Sldpton, supported by the Governor and hissub- 

° fi I tlfink it right, in tlio first instance, to suggest for favourable consideration, what appeal’s 
to me to be calculated to improve the system at a trifling expenso, and bring forward many 
of the details of separation, without calling for largo expenditures, after the county have so 
liberally provided so much accommodation in this now prison. The male prisoners are now, 
and have been for some years, ehiofiy oinployod at stone-breaking or other work in two yards, 
with open sheds, each prisonor separated by a brick partition, and 18 of fliese separated 
cells in each yard, thus employing 36 malo criminals. I would suggest that these sheds 
should ho enlarged, so as to contain 1,000 cubic feet each, and closed up in front with a doot 
and window, and heated from the rere by one pipe from a stove, thus creating well ventilated 
work-shops for any kind of work or trade, and providing a complete separate a y? te “ “y, 
precluding all evil communication amongst prisoners.

The officers arc zealous and attentive to their duty; and I cannot speak too highly of tho 
constant interest taken by the Local Inspector, Dr. Skipton, in all tho details and economy 
of this county gaol. 3 

The Chaplains attend to their various duties ; and tho sub-officers and turnkeys appear to 
he well selected and qualified, and are allowed a uniform dress. 

There are very superior separate hospitals for males and females in this gaol, under the 
care of Dr. Hogan, the infirmary surgeon. They are kept remarkably clean, and the 
general health of the prison, as reported by Dr. Rogan, and which appears from his registry 
and books, and the moderate expenditure in medicines, prove a well regulated system in this 
department. 

I minutely examined the books, registries, and accounts of this establishment, and found 
them kept with regularity and precision, with sufficient checks on all issues, and made up 
half-yearly with accuracy, for the Grand Jury. 

The Board of Superintendence meet frequently to inspect the accounts, works, contracts 
and regulate the interior arrangement; and it is right I should state, that their zealous 
attention to all the interests of the prison has mainly contributed to tho good order and 
economy of the whole system. 

The prisoners arc all clothed in a prison dress ; there wero no complaints made by 
prisoners. A well chosen circulating library of books is kept in tho prison, and lent out to 
such as can read. 

In our Appendix, No. 2, are given tho expenditure and other details and statistics. 

Tho suggestions of Dr. White at last inspection have been complied with. 

Bridewells in County Londonderry. 

The three minor bridewells in this county, for the temporary confinement of prisoners in 
quarter sessions towns, viz, — 

Coleraine, Magherafelt, and Newtmonlimavady, 
have sufficient accommodation for separating the sexes, in day-rooms, yards, and a few cells, 
in which they are necessarily congregated for the few days confinod, till removed to the 
county gaol. The furniture is complete, tho registry correctly kept, and the pauper 
prisoners are fed. They are under the care of keepers, generally chosen from the county 
gaol turnkeys.

County of Longford Gaol, at Longford. 

This county prison is an example of how much may be offocted by good officers, with con- 
fined accommodation. I have noticed the gradually improved state of this gaol for some 
years, under the zealous care of the Local Inspector, and the valuable services of the present 
Governor, whose military habits of discipline, and zealous attention to every detail, has over- 
come many difficulties which I almost considered hopeless in somo former Reports. I have 
now the satisfaction to report to the Grand Jury, that their county gaol is conducted on 
spund principles, and is m a, high state of good order ; and were there sufficient accommoda- 
tion for separation of individual prisoners, under the late Act, for work by day, and a cell for 
each at night, I would not hesitate to place this prison in our first class for penal discipline 
and order. 1 

Having thus stated my opinion, after a minute inspection, it is right to suggest how the 
Grand Jury and Board can, at a very small expense, gradually enable the officers to obtain 
tue object of separation to a great extent, without incurring the heavy expenditure of an 
addition to the prison. I beg to submit for favourable consideration, that two or three of the 
yards should be fitted up with sheds, divided into large stalls by partitions, for each prisoner to 
work separately all day, these sheds to bo closed in front with a door and window, and 
neated in the. r ere by an Arnott stove and steam pipe. I explained it fully to tho Governor, 
as already tried with success in Limerick and Tralee comity gaols, and some others, at a 
cost ot about £60 for each yard. This plan may save building for many years, and will 
give separation by day, except at school, chapel, and exercise ; and all these can be arranged 
y good inspection, so as to preserve silence, and prevent evil communication amongst 
criminals, lhe day and work rooms can be then made to further the system ; and should 
the non-arrest for debt be extended to this country, the debtors’ apartments will add to the 
accommodation. A few more cells would hereafter be wanted, but, in tho meantime, a single 
cell at night can be given to many of the felon class of prisoners. 

It remains that I should report in detail on the state and discipline in each department. 

I here were 137 prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, viz. :

large ventilated cells, or by well constructed sheds in the yards, securing ample separation 
at work by day, and a single cell for each at night. Supported by my colleague, Dr. White 
in his last report and inspection, on these points, I do not hesitate again to request the 
favourable consideration of the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence to them; and 
that they will take some immediate steps to procure separation by day at work, and sufficient 
sleeping cells to give one to each criminal, male and female. 

I do not wish to urge at present the erection of a new gaol — which would be the proper 
remedy — as such a step may be delayed for some years, if a very moderate expenditure is 
now presented for, to add about 15 or 20 good cells, and to provide separate working stalls 
in each yard, for stone or bone breaking, or other useful employment. I think £250 would 
make the sheds, and less than £1,000 would erect the additional cells ; and this would save 
the county many thousand pounds in altering the present site, and building a new gaol. 
Something is necessary to be done to prevent this county gaol from being nearly the most 
deficient in legal accommodation in Ireland. 

The Local Inspector and Governor of this prison arc very superior county officers, zealous 
and intelligent in the details of prison discipline ; but they have not the means for establish- 
ing the best moral system, as the prisoners necessarily have froo communication together, 
from the want of separate work cells or sheds, and dormitories at night. Should money be 
presented for these purposes, I will be prepared to assist any architect in the arrangement, 
both as to economy and practical usefulness.

The average daily for the present year will not exceed 60 prisoners ; but there has 
occasionally been 80 confined in one day ; and for this number there arc only 32 small 
cells, and not one of them sufficiently large for separation by day and night. The debtors 
and female criminals are consequently confined in small rooms in the front of the gaol, and 
can communicate easily with persons in the street. The females have but one day-room, 
and are congregated together in a class, so that the Matron, who is a qualified and correct 
officer, can have no classification, and effect but little in the way of moral government. 

There is a chapel and infirmary, but neither is sufficiently large to do more thau separate 
males and females ; and the want of divisions in the chapel is obvious. 

There are seven male, day-rooms used as kitchens, and some of them might be divided 
into large cells. There is also a tread-wheel, but no laundry. 

The work for the prisoners is stone-breaking, and the tread-wheel for hard-labour sen- 
tences. Five were at mat-making and weaving. Tradesmen are also employed when con- 
fined. The Governor is most anxious for profitable employment, if moans and accommoda- 
tion were provided. 

A good school is now established, under a qualified master, for all male prisoners, and has 
produced much improvement in the individuals. 

A well qualified Matron takes charge of the female class ; but the tried and untried, evil 
and well disposed, are all in one room during the day, and are congregated together at night 
m three small rooms, so that classification, or much moral improvement, cannot take place.

The books, registries, and accounts are kept correctly. I examined them minutely, and 
found sufficient checks established on all issues, and no abuse to exist. I recommended the 
work ledger to be kept in a more explicit manner. 

The Local Inspector is an excellent officer, zealous and intelligent, and gives every assist- 
ance and support to Mr. Lamb, the Governor, who is in every respect a highly qualified 
officer. It is only to be regretted that the means of a high state of moral discipline are not 
provided. . There are not. sufficient turnkeys for inspection and classification. The Chaplains 
are attentive to their duties and visits. 

. There is a, separate hospital with three wards. It is rather confined as to room ; but the 
sick are carefully attended to by the medical officer. The expense of medicines is moderate;

whole, he considered the prison in a creditable state. I was the more anxious on these points 

County Mayo Gaol, ag we j, av0 f or some years reported so favourably on the general discipline of this estahlish- 
Usiiebar. ]nont . an j the correction of former abuses, by a new set of officers, whose appointment was 
loft at the disposal , of the Irish Government, by tlio liberality of the High Sheriff of that 
clay, who united with the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence in the view of having 
no local person whatever placed in authority. The great changes that immediately tooic 
place for the hotter, on the appointment of the present Governor, were obvious to the Grand 
Jury and all the authorities in the county. I was myself ono of the last to record these 
improvements, as I looked with groat jealousy on the conduct of officers promoted from merit 
solely, and expected more from thorn than others. With tlicso things still in view, I com- 
menced my present inspection, and I confess J experienced great satisfaction at the high 
order and discipline of the gaol, tlio steady aiul zealous perseverance of the Local Inspector 
and Governor, in conducting tlio details and interior economy, and, above all, the support 
given to them by tho Board of Superintendence, who take a groat interest in the gaol. A 
very large number of this Board was kind enough to asscmblo on one of the days of my in- 
spection, and thoir full approval of the conduct and zealous intentions of their officers, enables 
me to add mine, however open this prison is (like all others) to improvement in some of its 
details. 

I suggested to the Board one arrangement for separation, which T repeat hero, in hopes 
that the Grand Jury will allocate a small sum for carrying it into effect. 1 allude to sheds 
in the yards, divided for separate work in the day time; thus preventing all evil communica- 
tion amongst prisoners, and establishing a separate system by day and night. I submit that 
the Local Inspector and Governor may bo ordered to prepare ono yard in this way as a trial, 
when I would at onco give them all tlio details of tho work. £150 would amply prepare one 
yard with 12 or 14 such divisions, and if tho money now received from the excise for diet 
was allocated to this work, it might bo commenced at once. It has been done in Limerick 
and Kerry county gaols with good effect, and I have recommended it in all gaols where the 
cells are too small for separation under the Act of Parliament.

Whereas the average last year was 1SS, and for tho present year will not exceed 160. There 
are sufficient colls to give one to every criminal prisoner at night, male and female, which is 
unusual for the latter class in many prisons ; there are also sufficient day-rooms and yards, 
for congregated work anti exercise; and if the sheds Iliavo recommended are adopted, separ- 
ation by day and night will be nearly complete. Thero is a good infirmary, and well divided 
chapel, with laundry, public kitchen, and officers’ apartments ; and with tho exception of 
well ventilated and proper solitary colls, tho prison affords every necessary accommodation 
for classifying the prisoners as to crime, without total separation. I beg to call the attention 
of the Grand Jury and Board to tho subject of erecting proper solitary colls. The present 
cells are only now used for a few hours confinement, and never at night. 

The male prisoners arc all employed, chiefly at stone-breaking and the tread- wheel; but a 
few of the younger class are engaged in learning shoemaking and weaving, and some havo 
thus boon taught to earn their bread in that way. 1 hope yet to sco evory young male criminal 
(lor any time in prison) taught a trade ; but this is not the case, in any county gaol as yet, 
from the expense attending it, and tho difficulty of selling such articles. To secure the 
obvious neatucss and cleanliness of this prison, many are employed in whitewashing, and 
regulating tho yards and grounds, exclusive of cooks and wardsmen ; consequently, there is 
no absolute profit on works, so as to give the prisoners a claim to payment. However, the 
county has been saved a vast expense by the occasional work of prisoners, in repairs, paint- 
xng, cfec. ; and unless a profit is made to appear by charging these repairs, I doubt if any 
tiling further can be done in this distant district from any great capital town, to repay the 
county by the work of prisoners. 

A good school has been established by ono of tho turnkeys, who is well qualified, and 
assisted by the other turnkeys. I examined the registry, and found that G4 prisoners had 
.been taught to read within the year, exclusive of the improvement of others. 

. 1 , alc department is conducted by a qualified Matron, who lias an assistant, and it is 

inspected regularly by the Local Inspector, and Governor. Tho females are all omployed 
at washing spinning, or needlework, and receive school instruction from tho Matron. They 
arc divided into two classes, and gonoral good order and neatness prevail in this department, 

. s we as on the male side. _ 1 he Matron has applied to be removed to another prison, and 
I hope to assist m accomplishing this object. A class of lunatic females are committed to tho 
gaol, which is calculated to disturb the discipline, and occupy unreasonably tho time of officers. 
But I hope this mconvemenco.to all our gaols in Ireland will soon he removed.

surgeon, Dr. Dillon, pays overy attention to the sick and the general health of the prisoners, 

evinced by the absence of contagion, the few patients generally in hospital, and the moderate Count v M f'J° Gaol> 

expense of medicines. There is « hospital mirse and porter. Dr. Dillon has specially 

attended to the lunatics, and, consequently, some have been recovered from this malady. Department. 

The Local Inspector, Rev. Mr. Hamilton, is a valuable county officer, and attentive to all officers> 
his duties ; and the Governor is a well qualified and zealous officer, and takes much pains to ' . 
establish and regulate this gaol as the law directs. The turnkeys and sub-officers appear to 
me to bo generally well selected by the High Sheriff ; and I think he would attend to the 
recommemlation of the Board of Superintendence in any special cases. He, however, uses 
his discretion in the patronage as the law permits, in the appointments and removals. 

Tho Chaplains arc regular in their visits, and attentive to their duty. 

The dietary is as the Act directs, and is sufficient in quality and quantity. The cost is Dietary, 
very moderate, being only about 2 \d. per head per day. The food is consumed in tho cells 
now, as recommended by Dr. White and me. 

Classification is now according to law, and no deviation is permitted from it. There arc Classification, 
six male classes, exclusive of debtors. 

The Board of Superintendence meet monthly, and held a special meeting on my inspec- General Observa- 
tion; and I suggested the improvements' of the sheds, and other matters, especially that a tions. 
general prison dress should bo provided for all criminals, and this, I think, will be adopted. 

Contracts are made by tho Board for all things required, and the accounts examined 
periodically. There were no complaints made by prisoners. 

v Tho check recommended by Dr. White on tho issue of provisions has been adopted ; also 
the work-book account, and the ventilation in tho doors. 

The lunatics in this gaol (17 in number) is a sad evil and inconvenience to discipline, hut 
a remedy will soon ho provided. 

I beg to recommond a uniform dross for the turnkeys. 

Bridewells in County Mayo. 

It is proposed by tho Grand Jury to havo five minor prisons in this county, for the tem- 
porary confinement of criminals, till' finally committed to the county gaol, viz. : — 

Ballinrobe, Westport, Ballina , Belmullct, and Swineford. Ballinrobe, West- 

port, Ballina, 

Swineford and Ballina arc not yet finished, hut Belmullct and Westport have been lately Beimullet, and 
occupied, and contain sufficient room to separate the sexes, haring two day-rooms, and two Swineford. 
yards, with a few cclLs, for some days’ confinement. 

Ballinrobe has been improved by a new roof, the walls and pumps repaired, &c. lhe 
registries are correctly kept, and the pauper prisoners arc now fed by the Board’s order. 

The Governor of tho county gaol has been instructed to inspect them three times each year, 
which will havo an excellent effect on these distant small places of confinement. I he salaries 
of the keepers are unusually small, viz., £10 per annum. 

A surrounding Avail should bo built round the new bridewells, as the. cells are open to tho 
street at Ballina and Westport, and tho keepers should reside in the bridewell.

After a minute inspection of this county gaol in each department, I am enabled to 
corroborate tho favourable Report made by my colleague, Dr. White, last year, and to state 
. that an efficient system of discipline is established, as to employment, classification ot crime, 
' aud school instruction ; but no stops have as yet been taken to try the individual separation 
of prisoners by day and night, under tho late Act of Parliament, and I cannot but submit for 
the favourable consideration of tho Board of Superintendence and the Grand Jury, that an 
effort should be made to try this approved plan on a small scale, which lias been done in 
some of our well regulated prisons, and found to answer, in a degree, all the objects, viz., no 
■ communication with any other prisoner during confinement, a system of instruction and em- 
ployment in separate cells, calculated to improve tho moral habits, and, on the whole, acting 
as a punishment to tho evil disposed and prevention of communicating their bad habits to 
others, and an encouragement to those avIio are disposed to reformation. 

. The present accommodation in cells, liOAvevcr ample for giving a separate cell to each at 
night, would not answer for confinement during the day, as they are too small, an no Yen i- 
lated or heated for the purpose, and were never intended for it, as the system ot tot sep - 
tion Avas not contemplated when this prison Avas erected, and I do not feel myself justi o 
urging tlio county to any great expenditure in alterations, after . their liberality in m g 
this neAv gaol. I however submit that the trial may bo. made with a few, at a very . “ 

expense, viz., by erecting a slied in one or two yards, and dividing it into stalls for eac P • 

, These stalls should contain 1,000 cubic feet, and be closed in front with a door an »

could be applied to the same purpose. It is true that at school, in the yard for exercise, and 
at chapel, the prisoners would be together in classes for an hour ; but I think these necessary 
meetings could bo arranged, by making them sit and walk at great distances from each other, 
and under constant inspection, and thus no communication whatever take place. The discipline 
of the gaol would thus be greatly improved, and an extensive effort made to place it under 
the regulations of the Separation Act. 

Crime has rather decreased in this county sinco last year. There were only 84 prisoners 
of all classes confined on the day of my inspection, 10 ot thorn being debtors and 9 lunatics, 
leaving only 65 criminals. 

The accommodation provided consists of 1 12 single cells, 8 day-rooms, and 8 yards, debtors' 
apartments, 2 hospitals, a well divided chapel, a public kitchen, laundry, tread-wheel, and 
officers’ apartments, so that ample provision is made as to room; and it only remains to apply 
it, as far as practicable, to a more minuto separation of individuals, to place this gaol amongst 
our best prisons for legal discipline and good order. The plan oi separating prisoners at 
work, &c., is advancing rapidly in England and Ireland ; and I trust 1 rim gaol, supported 
as it is by the Grand Jury, and an attending and zealous Board of Superintendence, will 
not be amongst the last to adopt improvements. 

The employment of prisoners at trados and other works, has made considerable progress 
in this county gaol, and a reasonable proportion of young lads havc been instructed in trades 
sufficiently to earn their bread honestly, and others have profited much from school instruc- 
tion. Those sentenced to hard labour are occupied at tho tread-wheel. Some profit has 
arisen to the county by the works : and the legal share of one-third of tho clear profits has 
been paid to the prisoners, and correct accounts of all works arc kept. 

A good daily school is established under a qualified master, assisted by tho turnkeys, and 
manifest benefit has been dei’ived by the prisoners from the system. 

The female class is conducted under tho care of a qualified and intelligent Matron, who 
instructs them in reading, and they are employed constantly at work. But fortunately the 
number of criminals is very few, as the number of fomalo lunatics mixed up with this class 
necessarily disturbs all the discipline of tho department, not only from tho noise and confu- 
sion attending the care and safety of such prisoners, but tho want of assistance to keep any 
order, as the Matron has no aid from a female turnkoy, and is obliged to employ the pri- 
soners in this duty. 1 bog to submit that an assistant should bo allowed in any case, as no 
useful classification can be obtained without constant inspection with each class. There is 
sufficient accommodation for the separation of the tried and untried, and to givo a cell to each 
prisoner ; and this arrangement is as necessary and legal for tho females as the males. 

This prison is supplied with well selected aucl qualified superior officers. The Local Inspec- 
tor, Rev. Mr. Hamilton, is a zealous and useful officer, and takes great intorest in all the details 
of the establishment ; and the Chaplains attend regularly to their duties. The Governor, 
Mr. Smart, is au intelligent and faithful public servant, and has established a sound system 
in this new gaol. I think it necessary to add this testimony to his character for many years, 
as au inquiry is now going on before tho Board of Superintendence, as to the late escape of 
a criminal, which will show neglect or want of proper vigilance somewhere ; and I wish, 
therefore, to state that from his genoral good conduct, I trust it is from an error of 
judgment, rather than from culpable neglect, if the Board attaches blame to him as Governor, 
which the fact of any escape almost ncccssai’ily implios. I would only here state, that the 
watchmen employed for night duty should, I consider, be young, intelligent, and able-bodied 
men, which is not the case at present. I fear some of tho turnkeys must be culpable in the 
late escape, but part of them appear to be well selected. 

There are separate hospitals for males and females, and I found them kept remarkably 
clean and regular, the expense of medicines moderate, and the sick carefully attended to by 
Dr. Clifford, who reports to me that tho prisoners have been very healthy during the year*, 
and no special occurrence of disease required a report on his part. There is an apothecary, 
who attends daily ; and the care and cure of the lunatics confined in this gaol, is very credi- 
table to Dr. Clifford, five having gone out cured. ' The water closets required repairs, and 
some wood work in the wards. 

The dietary is good in quality and sufficient in quantity ; but we have, in former Reports, 
stated the illegality of giving only butter-milk at both meals, instead of sweet-milk at one of 
them, which the Gaol Act requires. This does not occur in any other gaol in Ireland, and 
I trust the Grand Jury will correct the error at the next assizes. The cost per head per 
day for food will be this year about 3 No rations are given to the officers, and the food 
is now consumed in the cells. 

I minutely examined the books, registries, and accounts in this gaol, which are kept by a 
competent clerk, under the check and constant inspection of the Local Inspector and Gover- 
nor. I had reason to be satisfied with the correctness of this department, and the proper 
checks established for all issues. 

Tho Board of Superintendence meet monthly to regulate tho accounts, to make contracts, 
and to direct all the internal management of the prison, and they take much interest in all 
the details. 

A regular prison dress is provided, and all tho criminals are in gaol clothing. The 
expenditure ox this establishment, and other useful statistics, are given in our Appendix, 
No. 2. I have also to report that an arrangement is making by the Government which 
will, I trust, soon relieve our county gaols from lunatic prisoners. 

The ventilation and heating the colls, recommended by Dr. White last year, might, per- 
haps, be economically provided by stoves in the corridors.

The two small prisons in this county, at Navan and Kells, for the temporary confinement County Meath 
of prisoners for a few days, till finally committed to the county gaol, are kept in good order. Bridewells. 
There is sufficient accommodation for separating the sexes, by two day-rooms, two yards, Navan and Kells, 
and a few cells. The registry is correctly kept, the pauper prisoners are fed, and the 
keepers are correct and careful officers.

County of Monaghan Gaol, at Monaghan. 

I inspected this county gaol on the 18th December, 1844, and had the gratification of 
meeting a number of the Board of Superintendence, who were kind enough to assemble for 
consultation, on the contemplated vacancy of the governorship of the gaol, by the super- 
annuation of Mr. Rowland, who is worn out in the service, and unable longer to perform the 
arduous duties of this office. I was quite prepared for the liberal and business-like conduct 
of the Board on this occasion, from former experience of then- zeal and anxiety about the 
interests of their county establishments. _ 

The High Sheriff, Mr. Lentainc, having consulted with many of the magistrates and grand 
iurors of the county, had abandoned any patronage, and procured from the Inspectors- 
General of Prisons a list of five meritorious prison officers in Ireland, fully qualified tor pro- 
motion ; and having ascertained, by correspondence with them, that three would not accept 
the office, he sent the other two names to the Board of Superintendence, to select from, and 
expressed his willingness to appoint either. The Board made the selection of Mr. D Arcy ,

from Ennis gaol, at the same time submitting two names of local persons, whom they deemed 
eligible and well qualified. Mr. Lentainc has appointed Mr. D’Arcy ; and I can only say, 
this young man is in every respect highly qualified, and will, I have no doubt, fully satisfy 
the county, after a trial, that the Board and High Sheriff have acted not only liberally but 
wisely, in abandoning all patronage or private feelings for the good of the gaol department. 

Mr. Rowland will not necessarily leave the prison till the assizes, to obtain, legally, ins 
retired allowance; but, in fact, the prison requires the immediate attention of a well informed 
officer to preserve order, and make arrangements for the employment of the prisoners m a 
more profitable way than hitherto ; and I will have much pleasure in attending to assist m 
such arrangements, if the Board require it, at or after the assizes. 

I shall now proceed to report on the present state of the county gaol, and suggest such 
improvements or alterations as may be worthy of the consideration of the Grand Jury ana 

Crime has diminished in this county for the last 12 months, as there were only 97 pii-

tion. The present open sheds in some yards, will lessen the expense of altering them con- 
siderably. 

The male prisoners are at present employed at stone-breaking, and the tread-wheel for 
hard-labour sentences. Six were employed at weaving, two at shoemaking, and occasionally 
tailors are at work, when criminal tradesmen are confined. . This does not appear to me at 
all sufficient, as moral good can only be obtained by instructing the younger prisoners in a 
trade; thus enabling them to become better men and subjects, by raising them from the con- 
dition of a labourer, creating emulation, and fitting them for emigration, or earning an honest 
livelihood afterwards. A few thus sent out of prison improved and educated, would do much 
good at a very little expense. As the work at present exists in this gaol, no profits are 
made for the county or the prisoners ; and howover valuable profits may be, I would far 
prefer a return made to mo at inspection, of 20 young lads sent out as having learned suffi- 
cient of a trade to make themselves useful in after life- If the Board of Superintendence 
support me in this view, I think Mr. D’Arcy, the new Governor, will soon establish such a 
system. 

” A good school is established in the male and female classes, under the care of a qualified 
master, assisted by the turnkeys. The registry of it is correctly kept; and about 70 prisoners 
have been taught to read and write who were ignorant before. 

There are three female classes, attendod to by a qualified Matron and assistant. They arc 
all employed, and receive school instruction. There are, however, no profits from the work, 
and no regular account kept of the work with each individual in this or the male department, 
so as to satisfy them that there are no profits, as they aro entitled to one-third of the clear 
earnings. The Board of Superintendence immediately ordered this account to be kept in 
future, aud produced to the prisoners on leaving gaol. 

I examined minutely all the books, registries, and accounts, and found them correctly 
kept, and a sufficient check established on the issue of provisions, &c. The expenditure is 
prepared half-yearly, and examined by the Board, provious to an audit by a committee of 
the Grand Jury, who finally certify the accounts to be correct. 

The food is good in quality and sufficient in quantity, and economically provided, by 
contracts with the Board of Superintendence. The cost per head per day will not exceed 
2 >ld. The meals arc eaten in their cells by the prisoners, which gives time to the turnkeys 
for their own meals, and is a partial preparation for the separate system. 

The Local Inspector, Rev. Mr. Moffett, is a valuable, zealous, and intelligent officer, and 
takes much pains to secure order and regularity. Tlic Governor is quite worn out in the 
service from ago and debility ; and from his past services, I submit that ho may receive 
favourable consideration in obtaining a pension, which the Grand Jury Act allows. 

The Chaplains perform their duties regularly; and tho turnkeys appear well selected, and 
under an efficient Governor will, I doubt not, bo found useful. The first turnkey, who now 
acts as deputy, is a correct and good officer, and highly spokon of by the Board and the 
Local Inspector. I shall have great pleasure iu certifying for him, should an opportunity 
of promotion offer. There are 7 turnkeys, and 0 of them aro tradesmen, lit to teach others, 
so that a system of trades can be easily established. No rations aro allowed to officers'. 

There are two separate hospitals for the sick ; and every attention is paid to them by tho 
infirmary surgeon, Dr. M‘Dowol. The expense of medicines is moderate, and all the duties 
are performed with zeal and economy. 

Tho Board of Superintendence meet monthly to settle accounts, make contracts, and 
regulate the dotails and interior economy of the prison. They have always taken much 
interest in tho establishment. I beg to recommend an increase of prison dresses, as the 
tried criminals are only now clothed, and the untried are equally entitled to it. The 
expense is trifling. 

The debtors are very numerous ; but as it is probable tho Non-arrest for Debt Act under 
£20 will be extended to Ireland this session, them accommodation will bo given up to the crim- 
inals, and answer for a few cases of separation. The lunatics will also soon bo provided for 
elsewhere ; his Excellency tho Lord Lieutenant has proposed an arrangement which will 
provide for all tho lunatic poor of the kingdom. 

There were.no complaints made by the prisoners.

It is reported to me that an illegal place is used at Ballyhay occasionally, as a kind of temr 
porary prison, without any sanction from his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant ; and I have 
caused inquiry to he made as to the origin of using it, and shall report it to tho Grand Jury. 
In the meantime, I submit for consideration that a proper bridowell should be presented for 
111 , mi i ^ ^ ™ * P ro P er , so to do, on the application of the neighbouring magistrates; 

and till this. shall be done, all prisoners taken up should be at once sent to Monaghan gaol, 
or lodged with the Constabulary till removed.

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County of Roscommon Gaol, at Roscommon. North District 

This county gaol, however clean and correct in many respects, does not exhibit all that Co. Roscommon Gaol, 
improvement in penal discipline, in the several departments, which is so manifest in some of Roscommon. 
our Irish prisons ; and I quite agree with my colleague, Dr. White, in his last Report, in the 
defects which he remarked upon. With the exception of the employment of the prisoners 
at trades and other works, I have to submit, that some alteration should at once be effected ; 
and I trust the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence will take the subject up, and enforce 
a sounder system of moral government, by a minute separation under the new Act of Parlia- 
ment ; by establishing a school as the law directs, whereas there is now none ; and by clothing, 
the prisoners in a regular prison dress, as I found many prisoners in great want of 
clothinw at this season. The female class also requires attention, as no classification whatever 
exists by day or night, there being but one day-room and three bed-rooms ; consequently they 
are together, congregated by day and night, contrary to law, which prevents the benefits to 
be derived from a Matron, however qualified and zealous she may be. A better system of 
books and accounts should also be established, and placed under the entire care of a clerk, 
who should be made responsible that they are kept according to law ; whereas the respon- 
sibility at present is attached only to the work-master for his own accounts, and to the 
Governor for others. The gaol punishment record is not kept as the law directs. 

From the interest taken in the details of this county prison by the Board of Superinten- 
dence, I have no doubt but these subjects will be carefully considered; and I submit for their 
favourable consideration the following details of each department, that such remedies may- 
be applied as are practicable, should they agree with me in the means suggested. 

Crime has rather diminished in this county within the last year, as there were only 87 State and A.ccommo- 
prisoners confined on the day of my inspection, as follows datl0n -

It is obvious tins is not sufficient to give a single cell to each criminal at night, which is so 
desirable, much less to enable the Board to establish a separation of prisoners by day at 
work, as the late Act sanctions; exclusive of which there are no properly ventilated solitary 
cells, and no laundry except a shed used as such. I am unwilling to recommend the expense 
at present of extensive alterations or additions, but something should be done to enforce a 
better system of penal discipline, and to meet the improvements going on in other county 
prisons ; and I would suggest the economical mode of erecting sheds in each yard, divided 
into large stalls, shut up in front by a door and window, m which each prisoner -could work 
separately all day. This has been done in Limerick and other gaols with good effect, and 
the cost would not exceed £G0 for each yard.

Under these circumstances I have only to submit, that a few cells should 
be cut off from the males’ side and given to the females, that a second day-room should be 
provided, and an assistant matron appointed ; school instruction should also be given 
The female .prisoners are employed at washing and other work, and the Matron attends to 
her duty. 

Officers. The defects in this prison chiefly consist in the want of accommodation to classify and 

separate prisoners, the want of a good school, the congregated state of the female class the 
want of a better regulation of the books and accounts under a competent clerk, and* the 
want of a prison dress. I cannot attach blame to the officers for these, and should the Grand 
Jury provide for them as I have suggested, I think the Local Inspector, resident officers 
and all others, would give their aid to forward a good system. 

The Governor, Mr. Heley, is an old and faithful public servant for many years, and is 
now nearly worn out in the service of the county. I would submit for the consideration of 
the Grand Jury, that he should receive ample compensation by a retired allowance, under 
the Grand Jury Act, and that a young and experienced officer should bo appointed in his 
place. There are many such in the gaols of Ireland who merit promotion. 

The Chaplains attend to then- duties, and the sub-officcrs and turnkeys appear to be well 
selected in general. 

Hospital. The hospital department is well attended to, under the care of the infirmary surgeon, who 

reports that the prison has been remarkably healthy during the current year. The'' sick 
are carefully attended to, and the- expense of medicines moderate. The sexes are separated 
in two roomy hospitals. 1 

Dietar y- 1’he food of the prisoners is according to law as to quantity, and is economically provided 

by the Board of Superintendence, by contract, and will cost for tho curront year about 3d. 
per head per day. There were some complaints as to tho quality of the potatoes, and I 
called the attention of tho Chaplains to tho subject, as it is their duty to examine the food 
bv turns, and require alteration if the contractor is issuing inferior articles. No rations are 
allowed to officers in this gaol. 

Books and Accounts. _ I minutely examined the books, registries, and accounts of this gaol ; and with some altera- 
tions in the registry which I suggested, I think they arc justly kept, but not, as I have stated, 
under the responsibility of one clerk, and examined carefully daily or weekly by the Local 
Inspector and Governor as a check. At present the work-master keeps, very properly, his 
own accounts, the Governor keeps others, and the clerk other books and accounts. Now I 
consider thewhole of these accounts should pass into the hands of the clork, be checked by him, 
and then examined and certified by the Governor and Local Inspector, who aro responsible 
to the Board ; and till such a system is pursued, no real security exists for general correctness. 

General Observe- lhe Board of Superintendence have agreed to meet monthly, to settle the accounts, make 

tions. contracts, and regulate the internal management of the gaol ; and I submit for their favour- 
able consideration the following subjects : 

1st. The fitting up two yards with sheds for separation and work. 

2nd. The establishing a good school duily by the turnkeys, and by the Matron.

I minutely inspected this county gaol on the 21st and 22nd of September, 1844, in all 
its departments, and have satisfaction in corroborating tho favourable report of my colleague 
Dr. White, on his inspection last year. No material alteration has taken place since “and 
the period has arrived for my submitting, for tho favourablo consideration of tho Grand 
Jury and Board of Superintendence, the necessity and advantage of talcing some steps towards 
complying, as far as practicable, with the late Act, legalizing the total separation of each 
criminal, and preventing any communication with other prisoners. Dr. White, in his Report 
justly states, that from the small size of the cells, separation by day and night could not be 
carried on m them, as the Act contemplates ; but I think at a very small expenso, the criminal 
male prisoners could be employed separately, by day, in sheds erected in each yard, divided 
into large cells, enclosed in front by a door and window, and heated from the rcre by an 
Arnott stove. Ibis lias been tried with success in a few gaols, and at a cost of about £50 for 
each yard ; and should the Grand Jury be disposed to try it, I will obtain an estimate and plan, 
which will for the most part separate the prisoners by day and night, only permitting them, 
under constant inspection, to meet m silence, in the chapel, school, and exorcising yards. These 
sheds could be used for learning or carrying on any trade, and tho old open sheds can still 
be used for stone-breaking.

I inspected this prison very minutely on the 8th of January, on which occasion I met tbe 



Board of Superintendence. Since that period two additional meetings have been held, at 
which I was requested to attend, for the purpose of taking into consideration some points 
connected with certain altei'ations proposed in the internal arrangements of the new addition 



t0 Mr. Seville, the architect, also attended the Board, in his official capacity, and showed 



bis plans and maps of tho additions and the contemplated alterations ; and presented a report 

of the additions and alterations which were being made, according to liis designs, and which 

are in progress of erection under his superintendence. It may not bo irrelevant to our Improvement!!. 

purpose to" take a roview of tho different improvements which this gaol has undergone, in 

its structure and general arrangements, within the last two years, particularly as they must 

materially contribute to tho efficiency and a sound system of penal discipline, which, 

unhappily, could not hitherto be enforced in consequence of the defective state of the 

building, and from having so largo a portion of it occupied by the convicts. 

The lcitchen, with steaming apparatus for cooking, is found to answer perfectly ; and by 
the alteration in the dietary a considerable saving of expense to the county has been the 



result. 



Mr. Neville had been directed by the Board of Superintendence to prepare plans for 
enlarging the gaol, with a view of giving increased accommodation to the female prisoners, 
that part of the gaol allocated to them being much too confined, and without any proper day or 
work-rooms, laundry, &c. Mr. Neville’s plans having met the approval of the authorities, 
the Grand Jury presented, in Michaelmas term, 1843, the sum of £1,565 to carry the pro- 
posed alterations into effect ; and the work was contracted for by Mr. John Henderson, at 



£1,488. 



" Neville states in his report, “ that the additions and alterations comprised in this 
contract consist of 27 new colls, 13 feet long by 7 feet wide, and 11 feet high, which are 
arranged with the view of being warmed and ventilated according to the plan recommended 
by Mai or Jcbb ; also, a largo laundry, store-room, two work-rooms, a large drying apart- 
ment together with a kitchen and a work-shed, which are to be erected in the hard-labour

consideration the propriety of removing it altogether, and of taking the opinion ot the 

Queen’s Bench whether it would he contrary to the law to substitute some more useful and 
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profitable employment. I may mention, that in several of our county gaols the use of the 
tread-mill has been done away with, which has been attended with manifest advantage to 
these establishments. 

Having given in detail every particular connected with these alterations, it only remains 
for me now to add, that when they are completed, I would respectfully submit to the local 
prison authorities the propriety of their representing other parts of the old prison, (as the 
new addition is to be allocated to the female classes,) to the Grand Jury, as requiring 
alterations also, as there is vast room still for improvement in the male sides of the gaol 
The day-rooms are much too limited in room, and are not sufficiently lighted, and some of 
the cells are equally defective. There are also turnkeys’ apartments required: those 
officers arc obliged to sloop out of the gaol, which is very wrong. 

I have thrown out these hints merely for future consideration of the Board, as, indeed, it 
must be confessed that the Grand Jury have come forward vory liberally; and although 
it is much to bo wished that our metropolitan county gaol, should bo, in every respect, placed 
in such a position as to bo a model for others, yet considering the vast outlay which these 
improvements have occasioned, some time may be allowed to elapse before the county 
should be called upon again to advance money for the abovo object, particularly as it is so 
heavily taxed already by poor-rates, &c. 

Upon the whole, 1 look forward to this gaol being placed, very soon, on tho best system 
of management, from the zeal displayed by the Board of Superintendence, and the unre- 
mitting attention which they pay to tho fiscal and other departments of the establishment. 

I found the gaol very clean ; and the officers appear to be very attentive to their duties. 
There were no complaints. The books and accounts were accurately kept. The non- 
resident officers’ attendance was regular, and, I have no doubt, their duties were efficiently 
performed. The clothing, bedding, and furniture were all in very good order. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to append to this Report the following returns, which contain 
information connected with the administration of this extensive county establishment, which 
I consider it necessary to place before the authorities and county at large.

There have been seven cells altered lately in this division of the building, and made suffi- 
ciently spacious for carrying on the separate system of prison discipline which is so verv 
desirable; and when they are thus occupied, this gaol will then have fourteen single cells in 
full operation, upon the principle of the separate system. 

The mode of heating the new wing is by Turner’s hot-water ipachino, which answers 
remarkably well, and, as I am given to understand, causes a considerable saving in fuel. How- 
ever, as the seven large cells which have lately been made, happen not to be arranged so as 
to be heated in a similar manner, consequently there must be separate fire-places made in 
each. 

The female division of the prison is much too limited in accommodation. The cells and day- 
rooms are wretchedly small and dark ; and as it is impossible to cause a proper classification 
of prisoners, according to the nature of the crimes, it is of the utmost importance that there 
should be a most strict system in every well-regulated prison, of having the most hardened and 
ill-behaved classes separated from those less practised in vice. Unfortunately such an arrange- 
ment cannot take place or be enforced in the gaol under existing circumstances. To remedy 
so great an evil, it has been suggested to the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence to 
have an adjoining provision and store room fitted up, which could be done at a very mode- 
rate expense, (not exceeding £40,) by which additional accommodation could be afforded to 
at least, 1 2 more prisoners, aud by which means the separate system could be adopted. Another 
plan has also been proposed, viz., that of adding another story to the female wing of the pri- 
son. However, as this is an architectural question, it should be referred to such authority only. 
Some alterations are necessary to be made in tho chapel, which I understand are in contem- 
plation by the Board, who pay great attention to the general business and management of the 



Work-sheds. The erection of proper sheds for parrying on the works, &c., as proposed by Major Palmer, 

has not as yet been acted upon. It is a question worth consideration, and particularly in this 
prison, where every encouragement is held out, and facilities afforded by the prison authori- 
ties, for employing prisoners at profitable labour, which conduces so much to the moral 
impi’ovement of criminals and economy of the gaol.

This is one of the prisons which has made considerable advances of late, towards an im- 
proved system of penal discipline, and which appears to be followed up with the very best 
results, as the records of the gaol show a gradual amendment in tlio list of recommittals 
and a considerable increase in the mimbor of those who have learned trades during their 
confinement. 

I found the entire establishment in the most creditable state of cleanliness, good order 
and regularity, and I consider the officers and general staff to bo altogether one of the most 
active and efficient bodies that I havo had the good fortune to meet. Of 119 cells, 40 have 
been built upon the plan for separate imprisonment, one wing for male, another for the female 
classes. The system is in full operation, and, as I statod before, has been attended with the 
very best results. The mode of heating these apartments is perfect, the ventilation is 
excellent, and the arrangements which are being adopted in these cells merit praise : they are 
furnished with forms and tables, and the introduction of cots for sleeping, (thereby doing 
away with the use of straw beds,) is of the utmost advantage both as regards cleanliness 
comfort, and an ultimate saving of expense. 

The eight solitary cells of this prison were so constructed originally as to render them totally 
unfit for confinement: they were ill constructed, damp, without ventilation, so that no human 
being could, with a dne regard to his health, be placed in them. I was gratified in witnessing 
on my inspection, the alterations which this part of the prison was undergoing, which was 
that of fitting it up for a gonoral work-room, in which such works as required the use of 
large materials in their manufacture, may be carried on. The Board obtained a presentment 
at the last Assizes of £80, to effect the necessary alterations. The carpentry work, sawinn- 
smiths’ work, glazing, painting, and labouring work have been all done by the prisoners. Tlio 
use to which this building will be turned will havo the further good effect of enabling one 
officer to superintend as much work as two, who are obliged to attend at present. ° 

With respect to the separate system of imprisonment, for which so much has been effected 
in this gaol, by the erection of threo wings with appropriate cells, &c., there are one or 
two points which I would beg here to suggest as improvements, viz., that of providing 
separate airing yards, for which there appears to be sufficient room, and the erection of sheds 
in tho larger yards, for stone-breaking. I think also that labels should be hung over each 
cell door, showing the number, name, age, nature of crime, and sentence of each prisoner ; also 
that instead of allowing prisoners to bo knocking at their doors, and calling out loudly for the 
keepers on such occasions as they may be required, bells might bo so contrived in each cell, 
as to afford the necessary convenience of a prompt attendance of tho turnkey, &c. 

Rules and regulations connected with the administration of tho separate system of im- 
prisonment shall bo framed, and presented to the Board for their consideration, in order 
to make the plan bettor understood, and to remove all the erroneous opinions and misappre- 
hensions which exist in tho minds of several persons, who havo formed a prejudice against tho 
introduction of it into our penal institutions m this' country.

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There are one or two points connected with the medical attendance in this prison, which 
I feel it necessary to submit for consideration. Dr. Beamish’s salary (as will be seen’by the 
annexed return) is £74 per annum. Now whether this sum is commensurate with the increased 
and arduous duties which he has to perform, is a question for the Grand Jury to consider 
It appears by an order of the Board of Superintendence, that the physician must visit the 
prison every day, and which I think it is necessary ho should. The great value of a 
physician to so extensive an institution, independent of his attendance on the sick, is to he 
derived from his careful examination of each prisoner, and using every precaution against the 
occurrence of disease. It would appear also, that his professional duties are rendered even 
more laborious than in ordinary instances of gaol attendance, in consequence of the turnkeys’ 
families being allowed to live in the prison. These minor officers are all married and hare 
a number of children. The physician is constantly called in to attend these additional classes 
which interferes with his other professional avocations, so much so, that on some recent 
occasions, scarletina and measles broke out to an epidemic, extent, which engrossed a con- 
siderable portion of his time. No doubt he was not obliged by the prison rules or authori- 
ties to attend such cases, but he could not doclino such a call upon his humanity, and refuse 
to afford his professional services to tho families of so many deserving individuals as are 
attached to the gaol. In considering this point with respect to tho remuneration of the 
physician, another very important, question arises, which is that of allowing tho wives and 
children of the turnkeys, &c., to live within the procincts of the prison. As so great a number 
must necessarily interfere with tho discipline and security of tho establishment, tho question 
has frequently occupied the attention of tho Board, and they brought the subject before me 
on the last inspection. I found that it was a difficult point to manage, inasmuch as the 
turnkeys were all unexceptionable characters, were most efficient and faithful officers and 
gave the utmost satisfaction to the local authorities ; therefore, it would bo cruel to turn so 
many out, and deprive them of livelihood. The ovil has been allowed to grow up from time 
to time, it is of long standing, and it is only of late that it has been felt to amount to such 
an inconvenience, as to causo the well-grounded apprehensions of the Board. I suggested the 
propriety of issuing an order to have these families lcavo tho prison, and to allow them to 
reside in the neighbourhood ; but it appears that sufficient accommodation for so manv could 
not be procured in this locality, and that therefore much inconvenience would be incurred 
if the turnkeys had to go any great distance from tho prison to visit their families. To 
prevent a continuance of such abuse, an order has been made, against having married 
turnkeys appointed in future, and that those who got married whilst in tho prison, shall be 
dismissed from their situations. 

Tho dietary consists of bread and milk, and, as will be soon in tho return, costs 3§<Z. per 
head, which is certainly a moderate rate for that species of food. Tho prison authorities 
prefer it to the mixed kind, as entailing less troublo, and being much more cleanly, as the 
prisoners eat their meals in tho cells. 

The physician reports favourably of the health of the prisoners, and states that he con- 
siders tho diot wholesome. 

The contracts for supplying provisions, fuel, &c., arc entered into by public advertisement. 

I hero is a perfect mode of checking the receipts and issues of provisions, &c., and regular 
pass-books are kept. The office department is conducted by Mr. Lloyd, and his accounts 
and books appear to be accurate in every respect. 

The subjoined returns afford ample statistical information of tho entire establishment, 
which in every point of view must be highly interesting to tho Grand Jury and county at 
large to be in possession of.

This is a wretched concern, very damp, small, and ill ventilated j and some of the beddmg 
and tiokens are very old and much worn.

I visited this prison in the summer, and found it clean and orderly ; and on the 9 i\ 
of November I visited it again, and inspected every department minutely, and was 
pleased with the general appearance of the entire establishment. ch 

The building, although in many respects defective, still possesses considerable advantarr 
from its elevated and healthy situation, and in having sufficient accommodation for the averiw 
daily number of prisoners committed to it. ‘ °S e 

With the view of having the separate system of penal discipline put into practice in tlf 
prison, I do not know any gaol more capable of being altered in the internal arrangement f 
the cells and other apartments than this, tho average number of prisoners being considerabl 
under the number of single cells, in addition to which there are 20 dav-rooms, "and "lO airin'o- 
yards, &c. There arc sheds in some of tho yards, which, if divided into separate stalls and 
and iitted up properly, could bo employed as work-shops for the prisoners. Tins arrange 
ment alone would enable the prison officers to keep the inmates of their gaol separate durnnr 
tho day, and by which plan, a bettor system of discipline could ho enforced than the present 
one, of allowing the different classes to associate so much together, as they are forced to do 
in the day-rooms, &c. Several of tho cells might bo enlarged also, and adapted for separate 
confinement during tho day, particularly in tho summer months. 1 

There is no method of heating the corridors, which might ho offoctcd by stoves erected 
in convenient situations, with flues to branch off and to pass through each coll. ’ 

Tho chapels form octagon buildings, and arc so situated in tho contra of the radiated 
wings of the prison as to have doors opening into tho surrounding galleries, which correspond 
to each story, i here is, consequently, great exposure of all tho classes during di vine service • 
and another great disadvantage arises from tho circumstanco of tho prisoners beinn- obliged 
to pass to and from their corridors through these places of worship, as they arc so situated 
as to form tho centre halls and entrance to tho leading passages and yards of the gaol This 
is very objectionable, as it tends to diminish that solemnity and respect which are duo to such 
places, and which should he exclusively devoted to religious purposes. Other apartments 
nnght be selected which would be more appropriate for colobrating divino service. 

I lie prisoners are supplied with clothing, and appeared to ho kept very clean. There are 
washing-rooms at the end of each corridor, with proper conveniences.

General Observe- There were six male prisoners, and nine females in the hospital, on the day of inspection ; 
onB ' but on looking over the medical reports for tho hist year, it appears that tho prison never was 

more healthy, which is very remarkable, as the surrounding neighbourhood and suburbs 
suffered so much from fever, &e. 

I examined the kitchen, laundry, and provision stores, and found that they wore all kept 
in good order. The provisions were reported as being very good for tho last year. The 
contracts were very reasonable. The cost per head per day amounted to only 2fed. 

The criminal prisoners of both sexes are furnished with dresses ; however, shoes and 
stockings do not appear to be included, as I found several barefooted. 

There is no shed or covering for those employed at stone-breaking, which is very objec- 
tionable. There is also much inconvenience felt from tho want of proper store-rooms for 
keeping clothes, &c. 

The solitary cells are not fit for use. The Governor states, that if two were properly fitted 
up, they would be quite sufficient, and they are absolutely necessary. 

I observed that there was no regular bath in the hospital, which ought not to be omitted. 
Indeed, every prison should have a bath-room and ablution troughs established in convenient 
situations, adjoining each corridor, with rollers, soap, &c. Tho loose and careless manner in 
which prisoners are allowed to wash and cleanse thomselves, exposed to tho open air, at the 
pump or water pipe, is a practice which should be discontinued. 

I would also recommend a little furniture to be placed in each of the cells, such as a small 
table, and a shelf. Whore a strict system of inspection is carried on, there can be no danger 
apprehended from improper use being mado of thorn by the prisoners ; on tho contrary, it 
leads to good order, cleanliness, and regularity. 

The non-resident officers perform their respective duties with great zeal and efficiency. 

I examined the books and office department, and every thing appeared to be kept in regu- 
lar order. 

When the work-shops are all completed, and a few other alterations which are in contem- 
plation effected, this gaol will be one of the best penal establishments in tho country. 

There is one defect which I omitted to point out, which is that of having the turnkeys’ 
apartments situated at the lodge or outer entrance to the prison. Arrangements should be 
made for having these apartments adjoining each corridor.

No material alteration has taken placo in this gaol since the last Report, which pointed out Defects, 
several defects, and which are very likely to continue, unless the Grand J ury and Board of 
Superintendence take the general subject of prison discipline into consideration, and. adopt 
such measures as have been suggested to them, that are best calculated to improve their gaol. 

In so populous a town as Galway, nothing would tend to diminish crime so much as the System of Penal • 
enforcement of a strict system of penal discipline. By the returns which will appear at the Discipline, 
end of this Report, it will bo observed, that the numbers committed during the year, and 
the recommittals which have taken place, require the greatest attention and care on the part 
of the local authorities, in seeing that the strictest rules of prison discipline be adhered to. 

I have called for returns of work and the manner in which the prisoners are employed, which 
shall also bo given in this Report. . . .

I inspected tills gaol on the 12th October, and was happy to find it much improved sinco 
my former inspection. An addition lias boon made to tho fcimilo division of the prison and 
tho inconvenience which hitherto existed, of having somo of the female prisoners’ ’cells 
situated at tho males’ side, is now removed by the late alteration, which loads to the best 
results as to classification and discipline. 

In addition to this, seven separate working rooms have boon erected in tho yard accordant 
to Major Palmer's suggestion. They were finished when I inspected (12th Oct’), and will 
contribute considerably to tho efficiency and good working of tho foinalo department in this 
prison, lho privy, wluoh was.sitnntod in tile centre of tile yard, has boon removed and placed 
in a more fitting and convenient situation ; and tho sewerage, which was very bad here, has .

I inspected this gaol on tho 18th November, and found it very clean and orderly. The 
new addition has not as yet been made, but it is to be hoped that ere very long the work will 
commence, as all the preliminary arrangements have been agreed upon. When tho entire 
is completed, this gaol will then become one of our best circumstanced prisons for carrying 
into effect tho present improved system of penal discipline, which this county and city were 
so much in need of, owing to tho raal-construction of tho buildings, and want of proper 
accommodation for the number of prisoners, &c. 

Tho followin''' return gives tho number confined on the day of inspection, and the classifi- 
cation which is adopted in this gaol. But owing to want of sufficient accommodation, tho 
system of classification and separation of prisoners, according to the nature of their crimes, 
&c could not be carried into operation. Nevertheless, there was every appearance of regu- 
larity and order preserved amongst tho classes, and they were very clean and comfortably 
clad.

attention of the Matron, who acts in the most humane manner towards her ; but sho complains 
of the great hardship which such attendance imposes upon her, as she has other very arduous 
and responsible duties to perform. An assistant matron ought to be appointed (under nnv 
circumstance) to tins prison, as the duty appears too severe upon one. "

House of Correction. 

This house is situated about half a mile from the gaol. It adjoins the local lunatic asylum, 
and affords the accommodation of a few cells, in the basement story, to some of the lunatics! 
The prison altogether is a very inconvenient one, and very badly arranged in its internal 
structure for prison purposes, either as to classification or the separation of prisoners. No 
proper system of gaol discipline can be carried on under such untoward circumstances, where 
the building itself is so defective, and separated at such a distance from the principal* officers 
of the gaol, who arc responsible for the proper performance of the duties of the turnkey, to 
whose sole charge the superintendence of the hard-labour class is entrusted. 

The food is sent from the county prison daily, which is also a very inconvenient circum- 
stance. 

There is no school established here, and no Chaplains attend. The prisoners, who were 
Roman Catholics, complained strongly to me of such neglect. They had been several weeks 
in prison without having attended divine service. 

It is but justice to state, that the Protestant Chaplain appears to attend regularly, and 
paid a visit on the day of my inspection. I understand the reason of the Roman Catholic 
Chaplain not attending was, that it would take up too much additional time, and interfere 
with the duties of the county gaol, which ho performs regularly and with the utmost zeal. 
Some arrangement should be entered into by the Board of Superintendence respecting this 
point; and it it is in their power, some additional salary ought to be given for this increased 
duty, which ought not under any circumstances be neglected in future. 

There were 13 prisoners confined in this prison, of whom 2 were at stone-breaking, 2 
cleaning the house, 1 idiot, and 8 were supporting themselves. They were all (except the 
idiot) tried misdemeanant cases. 

Bridewells in the County Kilkenny. 

Callun bridewell is a new building : it was clean and in good order ; I found the registry 
regularly and correctly kept. 

Thomustoicn bridewell continues still in the very worst state of repair. I have condemned 
it before in my Report, and I am of opinion that the Grand Jury ought to adopt measures 
at the ensuing assizes' for having a new prison erected in so populous and important a locality 
as Thomastown, being a regular quarter sessions town.

This gaol has been so often brought under the notice of the local authorities and the citizens Defects, 
at large, by the Inspcctors-Gcneral, as being totally unfit for carrying on any thing ap- 

S roaching to a sound and regular system of penal discipline, &c., that I shall refrain from 
welling further upon its numerous defects as a building. Its situation, being under the court- 
house, renders it objectionable to be used for prison purposes ; and as it is contrary to law to 
subject prisoners to confinement in apartments many of which are placed about 8 or 10 feet 
below the common level of the street fronting the prison, it is a question of so much 
importance, as regards the health and discipline of the gaol, that I still yield to the opinion 
that the highly respectable and intelligent gentlemen who generally compose the Grand Jury 
of this city, will turn their attention to the subject ere long, and that they will see the 
propriety of having some material alteration made in the entire establishment. 

There were hut 10 criminal prisoners confined on the day of inspection, which, consider- Numkerof Prisoners, 
ing so very populous a city, and the numerous poor who inhabit its liberties, &c., speaks 
very favourably of the moral improvement which has taken place amongst those classes who 
generally were the inmates of such institutions ; and there is no doubt of the fact, that the 
spread of temperance in this locality, as well as in most of the other towns in Ireland, is the 
principal cause of this moral reformation. 

There were three poor debtors and two master debtors confined. One of the former was 
a female, whom I found sitting in a wretched gloomy kind of apartment. It was damp and 
dreary, and scarcely light enough to enable me to distinguish her person. She was incarcerated 
for some trifling amount; and really if she had been guilty of the most cruel murder, she was 
an object capable of exciting the greatest commiseration. 

Under every untoward circumstance in which this gaol is unfortunately placed, it is a state, 
matter of surpi’ise how it can be kept in any degree of order, regularity, or cleanliness. 

The governor and local officers pay every attention in their power to it, and therefore ho Officers, 
blame can be attached to their administration of affairs. 



It is very fortunate that there has been so little sickness prevailing amongst the inmates Hospital Depnrt- 
during the past year. The apartments used as an hospital, are very bad. They are situated “ent. e 
in the old part of the gaol, wiiich was originally used as the county prison. The basement 
story is so low that you are obliged to descend 22 steps from the ground floor. 

There can bo no proper system of penal discipline adopted in such a gaol; and as to classi- No system of penal 
fication of crimes and the separation of prisoners — these things are quite out of the question, discipline. 

I examined the books and registers, &c., and found that they wore all very correct, and Books and Accounts, 
that every attention is paid to economy by the local authorities.

I fully coincide in opinion with my respected colleague, Major Palmer, that much is due 
to the zealous attention of tho Board of Superintendence and the intelligent Local Inspector 
as to the improved system of management which has taken place in this prison ; and that the 
Governor, Mr. Harding, appears most anxious to adopt any suggestion for improvement 
calculated to ensure good order, inspection, and moral government. 

There has been no alteration in building since last Report, with the exception of the kitchen 
in which a very good steaming machine and boilers, &c., have been erected, and which 
have been attended with the very best effects, both in regard to good cooking and economy 
in fuel. J

The shod connected with the outward wall still remains in the same state, but as the Board 
of Superintendence have so recently taken up the subject, I feel it quite unnecessary to make 
any further comment, than merely to quote the following from the minutes of their proceed- 
ings, viz. : “ Tho Governor having represented to the Board his inability to maintain the security 
of tho prisoners under his charge without additional assistance, or the removal or alteration 
of the stores on the outward wall: 

“ The Board have appointed two additional watchmen, and approve of an application to the 
G rand Jury for a sum sufficient to build an increased storage on an improved principle. They 
venture to recommend the subject to'thc favourable consideration of tho Grand Jury.” 3 
When the alteration takes place, it will be the means of adding to tho security of the gaol 
and of affording ample accommodation for storage, &c., and w'ill also lead to lessening the 
number of tho staff. n 



I found the interior of the prison clean and in good order ; but I would suggest the 
propriety of the hospital privies undergoing some material alteration, as the sewerage is 
very defective, and tho air in this locality was quite offensive. Ono of the medical officers 
complained of the interment of prisoners within the prison walls. This is very reprehensible 
and should not bo permitted in future, unless in cases of execution. 

It having been pointed out by tlio Roman Catholic Chaplain, that prisoners undergoing 
solitary confinement for prison offences arc not allowed any covering on their beds at night, 
I directed the attention ot Dr. Pearce to the question, as it is so intimately connected with 
the health of prisoners undergoing this species of penal discipline. There 'is no method of 
heating then- cells, and I consider it also highly objectionable to shut out the day-light. 

W xth respect to the size oi the colls in this prison, they arc wretchedly confined, as also 
the corridors ; and the doors are so narrow and low, that a person of tho ordinary size must 
stoop before lie can enter them. Tho ventilation is very imperfect, and a proper system of 
inspection cannot bo maintained, owing to the originally defective plan of the building. 

Separate confinement by day is therefore out of tho question, and can only bo partially 
employed by causing the prisoners to return to their respective cells during the hours for 
meals, which has been m force for some time. There is a sufficient number of single cells 
tor tho daily average number of prisoners to sleep in, but the groat drawback to a sound 
system ot prison discipline m this gaol, as well as in most of the prisons in this country, is 
the impossibility of carrying into effect tlie separation of prisoners during the day. They 
are therefore obliged to work in classes, where it is utterly impracticable to preserve silence 
and that degree of order and wholesome restraint which is necessary to be kept up in every 
w e -l egulated prison. I look upon the association of prisoners to bo a source of the greatest 
evil and the mixing indiscriminately of the juvenile classes with old and hardened criminals, 
is objectmiiabie and ought to be avoided if possible. On going through the prison, and 
examining the different classes, I observed the tried and untried classes together : I would

The provisions are reported by the officers, to have been on an average good for the last y TulUmore ’ 

car. I examined the potatoes, milk, and oatmeal on the day of my inspection (9th Oct.), 
and they were of a good quality : the prisoners made no complaints. ^ ie ary ‘ 

I recommended the storekeeper, to whose charge are entrusted the clothes and different 
manufactured articles used in the prison, to keep a correct inventory and proper books in 
future, showing in a more regular form the quantities received and issued by him from time 

t0 The female prison is conducted by a qualified Matron and an assistant ; the prisoners were Female Class, 
all employed in their day-rooms, spinning, carding, and at needlework ; they appeared very 
clean and had prison dresses on, which were all made by the class. 

The male prisoners were also furnished with prison clothing. There was one poor lunatic Prison Clothing:, 
in No. 5 division badly clad. He has been confined here four years, but it is very difficult to 
keep such lunatics in a prison clean, or their clothes in good order. I must say, that these 
unhappy beings are treated with the utmost care and humanity by all the prison officers. 

Five female lunatics are obliged to be kept in hospital. Some of them appeared much ex- Lunatics, 
cited, and the officers complained most justly of the hardships they endure in attending these 
poor afflicted creatures. I think it but justice to the assistant matron, Miss Fitzgibbon, to 
state, that the uncommon zeal and efficiency which she shows in the discharge of her various 
duties, qualify her for promotion. 

Mr. Dennis is virtually, under the Prison Act of Geo. 4, c. «4, the medical attendant of Hospital Depart, 
the gaol, for which he receives £65 a year salary, and as apothecary, a contract is entered men ' 
into with him to supply the necessary medicine for the sum of £15 a year. I examined the 
compounding department, which I found very clean and in good order ; the room was very 
dry and an°excellcnt supply of the most genuine medicine was furnished. Dr. Pearce, the 
surgeon of the county infirmary, attends regularly the prison without additional remunera- 
tion ; and I feel it my duty to state, that he renders most efficient and valuable professional 
service to the institution. . . 

The report of the diseases, and the results, &c. appear m our Appendix, No. together 
with such other statistical information as has been deemed necessary. There were only 
three male and one female prisoners in hospital on the day of inspection ; but the five 
femalo lunatics already mentioned were also kept in this department. 

The office department appears to bo efficiently conducted. There is a very good system Office Department, 
of checking the issue of provisions in force ; the accounts arc accurately kept ; and the 
registers of crime, &c. afford ample information. . 

I should have remarked before, that I consider the turnkeys’ department in the outer part 
of the prison, adjoining the gate and porter’s lodge, to be very bad; and I would recommend 
that somo more appropriate apartments should be. allotted to these minor officers more 

immediately in connexion with the interior of the prison. ^ . 

Fortunately there were only three of the pauper class, and hut one master debtor confined. Debtors Prison. 
Of the former there was one breaking stones ; another, a nailor, was working at his trade ; ana 
the third was employed as wardsman— the latter is to receive, on his discharge, at the rate ot 
C d per week. Ho has boon in prison for three months, for a debt of £2 6s. 3d. It is a slow 
process with these poor debtors before they can make arrangements to get out of prison ; and 
generally speaking they appear to mo to suffer great hardships from their creditors riieir 
unfortunate families aro generally in a stato of destitution, and the creditor is not ultimately 
paid ; while, in the meantime, the county is taxed with the expense of the prisoner. 

The master debtor complained of being kept for a week longer tlian bo otherwise would, 
owing to the absence of the Governor, who was summoned to Dublin on a police inquiry. 

It appears that the Governor is appointed, by tlio Commissioner of Insolvents, to take bail in 
such cases, and it therefore was a hardship m the above case to have it defen ed so Ion . 
would suggest the propriety of having the deputy governor vested with similai poweis, to 
be exercised during the Governor’s absence, &c. - » • „„

Bruff. 

I found this bridewell very clean and regular. One of the privies was in a bad state of 
repair, and the sewerage stopped up ; some repairs were also necessary to be made in the 
windows. I have recommended a good warm rug to be used for the bedding instead of the 
third single blanket, and indeed I cannot understand why sheeting is not allowed in our 
prisons, as it is a mistaken economy not to have them ; they preserve the blankets, and tend 
to cleanliness in the person of the prisoners. The keeper is not allowed soap for the prisoners, 
which it is quite necessary they should be supplied with. 

Croom. 

This was also in a clean and orderly state, hut it appears to mo that an additional cell 
should be built on the male side of the prison, there being but one, which is used also as a 
day-room. Iu the females’ division two cells have been erected which answer very well. 
The keeper’s salary is only £l 0 a year. Ho appears to be a deserving officer, and is strongly 
recommended by Lord Dunraven for an increase of income. 

Rathkeale. 

The bridewell of this town has undergone very extensive alterations and additions of late, 
at my suggestion; and I am happy to bear testimony to the liberality of the Grand Jury, 
who appear to have spared no expense, in having this minor prison fitted up as it should be. 
To the Board of Superintendence is also due deserved praise, for carrying these alterations 
into effect; and from one of the members particularly, Michael Furnell, esq., I derived the 
greatest assistance and much information relative to the subject. 

Newcastle, Glinn, and Kilfinanc. 

These bridewells were in a creditable state of order, regularity, and cleanliness.

City of Limerick Gaol. 

I inspected this gaol on the 21st and 22nd of October, 1844, and found it very clean ; 
and notwithstanding the many original defects which exist, as to the structure and general 
plan of so old a building, it is a matter of surprise how the officers are able to keep it in so 
creditable a state. 

I examined the books and accounts, which were correctly kept. The receipts and 
expenditure of provisions are regularly vouched by the Governor.

The senaraf 6 
system of discipline cannot, from the defective structure which lias been alluded to above h 
carried into operation. Consequently, the only practice wliich can be pursued is* a -parti 1 
mode of individual imprisonment, that of making prisoners retire to their cells durinc th 
hours for meals, and of a strict observance of silence amongst the classes in the day and 
work rooms. So far as I could observe and learn, I have no doubt but that the officers pa 
great attention to their duties in this as in every othor respect. " ^ 

The greatest number of prisoners at any one time during the year was 127. The number 
of recommittals was, of males for trial, 4 — ditto under sentence, 16; females for trial 4_ 
ditto under sentence, 5 ; total, 29. ’ 

The number of debtors committed during the year was 394. Total of committals for 
crimes, 889. 



I find little benefit derived from the works of prisoners: stone-breaking and oakum picking 
were those which they are employed at; but it would appear that the sale of those articles 



is not remunerative. . Could not the Board select some other species of works from which 
a profit might be derived for the benefit of the gaol ? 

The school department should be more strictly attended to, particularly where

juvenile prisoners are committed. A regular schoolmaster ought to be engaged for the male 



classes ; and the Matron should be made to instruct her classes regularly, and to devote a 
certain hour each day to so important a department. She should also instruct them in spin- 
ning, sewing, &c., to wliich four hours a day ought to bo appropriated. y 

There has been considerable inconvenience incurred by the Grand Jury not presenting 
tor such amount as would leave some balance in the hands of the prison authorities for 
paying the anticipated current expenses, as it appears that the gaol is left at times without 
a shilling for its support, but what the Local Inspector, Dr. Gibson, advances on his own 
responsibility, which is a great hardship on that officer. 

The mixed diet is that in use, wliich is provided by the Local Inspector at 2 H per day 
tor each prisoner. • The prison has been very healthy during the last year. The hospital 
affords sufficient accommodation to the number of sick. There wore 10 males and 14 females 
admitted during the year, and one female death. Dr. Gelstone has boon lately appointed to 
the hospita! department, and a more judicious selection could not possibly lie made. 

I he Chaplains perform their respective duties with great zeal, and the Local Inspector 
continues to devote unremitting attention to the fiscal management and general discipline of 
the prison. The beds and bedding- m some of the cells wero bad. New sets should be 
provided.

The building is capable of being improved in many respects, as several of the cells might Queen's County Gaol, 
be enlarged, and a mode of heating, &c., adopted, which would contribute greatly to the Maryborough . 
usefulness of this prison, as the officers would bo enabled thereby to carry into effect a more Defects of Building, 
perfect system of classification and separation of the prisoners. 

I was happy to hear that some alterations were in contemplation, which I have no doubt 
will be attended with good results. That of having one of the radiating wiims devoted 
exclusively to the female classes would be an improvement, as hitherto it was occupied 
one-half by males, the other by a female class ; which led to great inconvenience, and must 
have interfered with the strict discipline of this portion of the gaol. A good laundry and 
drying-room, with steam apparatus, have been established ; but there appears to be a great 
want of proper stores, particularly for fuel, which should not be neglected. 

I had the good fortune to meet several members of the Board of Superintendence, on my 
inspection (12th Oct., 1844). I need not repeat my opinion of the intelligence, zeal, and 
efficiency of this body, as the county is already aware of the eminent services which it has 
rendered to the establishment. I explained my views as to future improvements, in which 
the members present fully concurred. We examined the different store-rooms, and particu- 
larly that which contained the manufactured articles, &c. A considerable quantity of these 
lay on hands, there being no regular demand in the market ; and in order to get rid of so 
much surplus stock, it was determined on to take an inventory and advertise it for public 
auction. 

I entered into a minute inspection of every department of this prison, and found all clean General state, 
and regular. The beds and bedding were in excellent order, and the straw was fresh and 
of the best description. I was particular in these respects, as Major Palmer had reason to 
find fault, on his last inspection, with the apparent neglect in not furnishing at regular periods 
fresh straw, &c. And here I would submit to the Board the propriety of their substituting 
hammocks or cots, in place of using straw, which, on various accounts, is objectionable. Ia 
those prisons where the former are used, nothing can be more cleanly and comfortable ; and 
they are certainly more wholesome, and would ultimately be attended with a saving of 
expense. 

Another circumstance which I felt it my duty to investigate closely, was with respect to Female Department, 
the female department ; as my respected colleague found, on his inspection, a want of that 
co-operation and zeal between the Matrons which is so necessary, and without which it 
would be impossible to carry on a strict system of discipline or regularity in any prison. 

The Local Inspector and Governor reported favourably, and stated that some improvement 
had taken place since. 

However I directed the Local Inspector to watch closely into the general working of this 
department, and to report regularly to the Board, as to the manner in which the Matrons 
attend to their respective classes, and enforce the proper discipline of the prison, &c. 

Being anxious to loarn every particular, since my inspection I called for a report, which the 
Governor has furnished me with, and which I find to be very satisfactory. 

The Board of Superintendence have ordered a separate place to be fitted up for the male. Lunatics, 
and another for the female lunatics, agreeably to my suggestion ; also a separate room for 
the female prisoners who have young children, the want of which has been a great disadvantage 
to the discipline. A laundry has also been fitted up ; and one of the Matrons has been 
recommended to retire on the superannuation list, leaving a vacancy for a Matron, which 
may (if a proper person bo chosen) improve the discipline of that side of the gaol, which was 
considered to be very defective. 

The Governor, who is an experienced and excellent officer, states that a female of good edu- 
cation, of firm and determined mind, at the same time of conciliatory disposition, able and willing 
to instruct the prisoners in work as well as in the rudiments of education, ought to liave a 
salary of £40 a year ; with a person under her, as an assistant, to do the rough work, &c., 
who might get £10 a year, with rations. 

I trust that the Board of Superintendence will take these suggestions into consideration, 
founded as they are upon practical knowledge and long experience, and by the adoption of 
which they will contribute materially to the moral improvement of the female criminals of 
this gaol.

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The return of works, amount of profits, &c., are given in our Appendix, No. 2. 

I inspected the office department, and found the books and accounts accurately kept; a 
better system has been adopted in checking the receipts and issues of provisions, than was 
heretofore practised. I examined the provisions : I thought the potatoes not very good, but on 
further minute inspection I found that there happened only to be a few rations of dressed 
potatoes not so good as the general stock in store ; and the Chaplains’ books showed that there 
were no complaints. 

The hospital department is highly creditable to the medical officer, Dr. Jacob, for the 
manner in which it is conducted. Jt is kept in the neatest order ; and the arrangements which 
are being made in both male and female wards, may vio with those in our best regulated 
infirmaries. The medicines arc compounded in a very nice and compact apartment in the 
hospital; and the registry of diseases, prescription books, &e., show great accuracy in the 
manner in which they are kept. 

The school department of our prison discipline is generally defective, as it is usually left 
in the hands of turnkeys, who arc a class of persons not capable of affording the necessary 
instructions. I have all through condemned the system, and am firmly convinced that it would 
be much bettor to procure one of the regular masters who have been trained up to this par- 
ticular business at the Education Board : they might also act as clerks, and be very useful 
officers in many respects in our prisons. 

Bridewells in Queen’s County. 

St radially, Abbeyleix, and Borris-in- Ossory. 

These minor prisons arc kept very regular and clean; they are supplied with every article 
required by law ; and the keepers appear very attentive to their duties. Mr. Wilson, the 
Governor of the county prison, is frequently in the habit of visiting and inspecting these 
establishments; and reports accordingly to the Board of Superintendence, as also* to the 
Inspectors-General.

North Riding of Tipperary Gaol, at Nenayh. 

I inspected this prison on the evening of the 12th November, 1844, and went through 
several of the cells and corridors, as I was anxious to ascertain whether there were proper 
arrangements entered into, with respect to tho locking up and separating the felon class, 
winch happened to be very numerous, owing to tho agrarian disturbances which have unfor- 
tunately increased to a most formidable extent of late in this district. I am happy in being 
able to state, that I found the most perfect order and regularity to prevail at this late hour, 
throughout tho entire prison. 

1 he officers were all at their respective stations, and appeared to be quite on the alert. 
Upon the whole, my inspection at night impressed me with a favourable opinion of the man- 
ner in which the general discipline is carried on. On the morning of the 13th, I commenced 
a very minute inspection. The interior of the gaol was remarkably clean; the general

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There were 992 prisoners confined, including 124 debtors, from the 1st of Jaauarv of 
the present year, up to the 13th of November, the period of inspection, and that there were 
so many as 221 at ono tnno imprisoned ; the daily average number being so great as 14U 
Of the 48 recommittals which took place, 42 happened once, 4 twice, 1 three, and 1 five times 
and oftener. Such of the prisoners as have committed prison offences, are not punished by 
being placed in the solitary cells which have been built expressly for the purpose • they form 
detached buildings, were very expensive, badly constructed, and no method was adopted for 
heating them. Altogether, they are totally useless. The Governor confines such prisoners 
as break through the regular rules of the gaol in their respective cells. 1 

The general accommodation appears to be sufficient, as there are 192 cells, 52 of which are 
spacious enough for keeping up a perfect system of separate imprisonment, if there was a 
well constructed plan adopted for heating these apartments in winter. I have suggested the 
propriety of erecting stoves in the corridors, with proper flues, which I consider would 
answer every purpose ; and they would be attended with much less expense than that which 
has been proposed, viz., heating by the hot-water apparatus. 

The female prison, which forms a detached building is in many respects deficient in 
accommodation. There are no store-rooms, and great inconvenience is felt in consequence 
as two or three of the cells are obliged to be converted to that use. ’ 

The hospitals are also detached buildings, and are much improved since our last inspection 
There appears to be less damp m the walls ; the chimneys do not smoke so much ; and the 
apartment which has been fitted up for compounding the medicines, &c. is a great ’improve- 
ment, and contributes to the general efficiency of this department. 1 

By reference to the foregoing return it will be seen, that of the 128 prisoners 97 were 
actively employed at various works, several of which consisted of the most useful trades. I 
cannot omit remarking, that the good example which has been set in the South Ridino- gaol has 
been followed up with equal spirit and success in the North Riding prison, a detailed Report 
of which is given in our Appendix, No. 2. In the mean time I may state, that the profits 
arising from works for two years ending the 1st of July last, amounted to £249 15s. 3d. 
Three of the turnkeys arc good tradesmen, and pay great attention to the instruction of the 
classes. They receive a premium at the close of every year of £5 each. 

Silence is enforced and the prisoners retire to their cells during the hours for meals. The 
hard-labour class is employed at the tread- wheel. There are no sheds erected for stone- 
breaking. 

One of the turnkeys, who appoars an intelligent person, has been selected to superintend 
the school department. I examined his journal, &c., and found all very correct. 

The number of lunatics amounts to eight, as will be seen by the following detailed Report, 
drawn up by the Physician of the gaol, who is a most efficient officer, and most unremitting 
in his attention to the sick, but particularly so to the insane classes. 

There have boon some complaints forwarded to the Government from the North Riding, 
stating that a due proportion of lunatic cases are not admitted into the District Asylum 
at Clonmel ; and that, consequently, their gaol is over-crowded with such cases, to the great 
injury of the general discipline and regularity of the prison. In addition to these, there 
appear to be several applications for the admission of outstanding cases; but unfortunately 
there is no further accommodation provided in the asylum for them at present. It is 
unnecessary to point out all the unpleasant consequences resulting from this state of things, 
particularly as the wliolo system will undergo considerable alterations in the ensuing session 
of Parliament ; when, it is to be hoped, ample provision will be made, in order to afford 
the necessary accommodation to all the lunatic poor of the county, and that at a period not 
very remote.

The 
Board of Superintendence pay strict attention to the duties which devolve upon them, and 
the Chaplains’ book shows great regularity in their attendance. The provisions and other 
articles are contracted for, and the prices appear very reasonable. The diet in use is bread 
and milk, which the prison authorities say is the best; and considering the expense of cooking, 
. Ci , is as cheap ultimately. There is one great objection to a public kitchen and cooking 
m our gaols, which is that of employing (from a mistaken notion of economy) prisoners in 
this department, It appears to me that the system is objectionable, on the ground of

The keeper appears to bo a very careful and zealous officer, and had his 
books very regularly made up, and the place very clean.

I found this bridewell undergoing extensive cleaning, which it so much required after the 
quarter sessions, which had just terminated; so that I am willing to make every allow- 
ance for the state in which it was in. The tickcns and bedclothes were not in good order- 
they were old and much worn. I directed the keeper to apply for some forthwith. ’

This is a new bridewell, and was only occcupied about a fortnight before my inspection 
took place. It was petty sessions day, and I found considerable difficulty in making my 
way (through a dense crowd of persons) into the bridewell, as the passage or hall is incom- 
mon to it and. the court-house, under which the bridewell is situated. It is altogether a 
very inconvenient and badly-planned building. The yards are quite insecure. 

Newport. Newport. 

Inspected this bridewell, and found it clean and orderly. The walls have been raised 
and some repairs which I pointed out on my former inspection have been effected. The 
accommodation is quite inadequate to meet the exigencies of this district ; I would there- 
fore suggest the propriety of extending the present building, if at all practicable. It has 
been pointed out to me that the petty sessions room, which is situated immediately over the 
cells, might be given up to the use of the bridewell, which would bo a great improvement ; 
and a sessions room could be built at the other end of the bridewell, which would be a 
considerable convenience to the district.

I found this extensive prison, on my inspection, remarkably clean, regular, and in good 
order ; also the mode of heating and ventilating greatly improved. The alterations which 
were being effected in somo ot the apartments in the lower part of the corridor in the old division 
ot the gaol, will add considerably to the accommodation of the prisoners ; and tho arrange- 
ments which have been made respecting- the debtors’ prison, have been attended with 
beneficial effects, as regards the discipline and regularity of the entire gaol. 

1 o the Board of Superintendence the greatest praise is due, for the very efficient services 
which are rendered by their constant and regular attendance; and the Inspectors-General 
leel happy m being able to state, that there is no Board which pays more attention to the 
interests and internal management of the prison, or which adopts their suggestions for its 
general improvement, & c., with greater promptitude.

The solitary cells cannot be used in winter, as there is no mode of heating them ; conse- MuthXiding of 
quently prisoners subject to the sentence of solitary confinement are kept in their usual cTonmef 1 a ° ' 
sleeping cells. Many of these cells are very small, and require better ventilation. 

The 1 different store-rooms appear to be kept very regular. 

The mode of appointing the turnkeys is not well calculated to add to the efficient Appointment of 
management and discipline of the establishment, and ought to undergo some modification, Turnkeys, 
and a°bctter understanding should take place between the Sheriff and Board of Superin- 
tendence. In fact, if the former official acted wisely and for the general interests of the 
„ a0 ] &c., he would leave the final appointment to the Board ; who, it is to be presumed, are 
the best judges of the necessary qualifications, and would, I have no doubt, exercise an 
unbiassed judgment and discrimination in their selection of such officers. 

The turnkeys sleep in apartments adjoining their respective classes : they are dressed in 
uniform, and with the exception of one, I received a favourable report of them. 

I examined minutely the different hooks, general accounts, pass-books, &c., of the estab- Books and Accounts, 
lishment, and found tliat they were all kept very regularly. As bread and milk is the diet 
used in this gaol, the mode of checking the issues, &c., of provisions, is very simple, and 
should any fraud or neglect occur in this department, it would be very easily detected. 

I found the articles of provision had been excellent, and no complaints made. The 
Chaplains report very favourably. 

The Chaplains’ clerical duties seem to be regularly performed. The office book showed 
great punctuality in their ^visits, &c.

The number committed from the 1st of January, 1844, to the present date, was, of male 
prisoners 247, of females 82 ; and the recommittals amounted only to 26 males, and 12 females, 
which speaks very favourably for the system of discipline pursued in this gaol. The cases of 
punishment within tho year for offences within the prison was 36. The daily average num- 
ber could not (until the end of the year) be strictly ascertained, but it will not exceed the 
former year, which was 75, including debtors. 

The criminals are clothed in prison dresses, and they appeared to be very clean in their 
persons. Every article they wear is manufactured, &c., in the prison. 

I attribute the great success which has attended the discipline of this establishment to the 
unremitting attention which is paid to the circumstance of having the inmates kept constantly 
employed at useful and profitable works. It will be observed, on referring to the annexed 
return, the large quantity of goods and articles of wearing apparel which have been manu- 
factured.

I am happy in having it in my power to state that the new addition to this gaol is in rapid 
progress, and will in a!l probability be finished in the course of the ensningyear. I ou- 
tlined this building on 19lh Not., 1844, and was accompanied by Mr. John M Donnell, the 
superintendent of the works, who gave me every information I required. : noocriotion of addi- 

This addition to the old gaol consists of a front building, m the castellated style of aicbi- ^ 
lecture ; in which are placed the Governor’s house turnkeys apartments, chapel, hath and 
store-rooms, with other appropriate rooms for the officers, and a central hull, fiom winch two 
wings branch off in a transverse direction, having 36 cells m each, measuring 13 feet by 1-8 
feet to the spring of the groin arch, and 10 feet 6 inches to the soffit, ihere are thiee 
stories, with galleries to intend all round, and to approachby bridges. The hreidth of the 
corridors unies 12 feet ; length of each, 54 feet 6 inches; and the clear of the central 
hall is 35 feet, by 25, and 40 feet high.

class in the gaol. No doubt it is a great hardship upon the local authorities and the prison 
officers, to have such cases transmitted to their gaols, as the practice is found to be subver- 
sive of all order and discipline ; but as the case exists at present, and from the crowded state 
of the district asylums, there is unfortunately no other courso left, but that of sending such 
cases to a prison. However, the subject of lunacy, amongst the poorer classes particularly, 
has engaged so much of public attention of late, that there is now no longer doubt of Parlia- 
ment entertaining the question early in the ensuing session, and that a considerable extension 
will be made in the lunatic asylum department in this country ; so that wo may look forward 
•with every degree of confidence, that, ore very long, all the poor insane classes will bo pro- 
vided with ample accommodation in the contemplated new asylums.

Of the above, two are cases of epilepsy, two idiots, and nine are labouring under dementia. 
The medical attendant, Dr. Boxwell, the surgeon to the county infirmary, states, that amongst 
the latter, there is a remote chance of five being curable cases. 

Ou the day of inspection, the lunatics were distributed amongst the classes, so as that the 
different wardsmen should take care of them ; but since that period I have learned from the 
Local Inspector, that they are classed together under the superintendence of a proper person, 
a steady prisoner being selected for that duty. However, I still am of opinion, that where 
there are so many labouring under the disease of insanity, an efficient and experienced keeper 
ought to be engaged to attend to this class exclusively. 

The school department is conducted by a regular master. Tho books of the National 
Board of Education are those used. On examining some of the classes, I did not find much 
proficiency to exist amongst them ; on the contrary, they appeared to he very defective. How- 
ever, there arc many causes assigned for this, such as want of attention and stupidity on the 
part of several prisoners, &c. 

The hospitals have often been condemned in our Reports, as being ill-suited for conducting 
tho treatment of tho sick. There were three male (of whom two were lunatics, who have 
already been noticed) and three female patients confined in their respective wards. 

The medicines arc supplied from the druggists, and compounded by an apothecary, who 
is paid £20 a year. Dr. Boxwell pays great attention to tho medical department of the prison, 
for which ho receives no additional salary, being surgeon to the county infirmary.

On my inspection of this gaol, I had the good fortune to meet the Board of Sun >' 
tendence, -who are a most efficient body, and appear most anxious to adopt the imnr 
system of prison discipline, which, I am happy to state, can be carried very soon into efft 
in the new addition to the gaol, which consists of forty cells of the requisite size, having snffl 
cient light and ventilation, with arrangements for heating, but which latter has not as t 
been folly completed, owing to the Board not being able' to decide which of the nlans tw 
have been proposed would answer. 1 Dat 

I have therefore promised to consult the best authorities upon the subject, and hope to h 
able to afford such information as may load to its being put into operation without much 
further delay. This new building forms a very important addition to the old gaol amt 
appears to be very well executed. The central hall is spacious, dnd lighted from the roof hv 
cupolas. The galleries leading to the cells are ample and convenient ; and the turnkeys have 
faci % tor keeping up a strict system of inspection from the arrangement of the 

Theldtchen is Tory well situated, and is furnished with a steam apparatus and boiler 
which answer all the purposes of cooking ; and I have no doubt that if proper Sues were 
attached to this apparatus, and carried on through the new cells, it would mswer fin thl 
absence of a separate apparatus) for heating these apartments. The Board of SuneriT 
tendence appear anxious to adopt this latter plan, which, if we cannot make snffl™!

His salary (he states) is not sufficient to compensate 
him for the time and trouble which such attendance entails upon him, and in which I fully 
agree ; as I consider it a very mistaken notion, not to give an adequate remuneration to an 
officer who has such important and onerous duties to perform.

EXPLANATIONS AND CALCULATIONS WITH REFERENCE TO THE 
ACCOMPANYING TABLES. 



The following Tables are compiled from Returns made to the Local Inspectors of the 
gaols by the Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 7 Geo. IV., chap. 74, and being 
compared with the records of each gaol, present a correct statement of the amount of crime 
in the respective counties in Ireland for the year 1844, as shown by the number of persons 
committed for trial during that period. 

They do not however show the whole amount of crime, but only those cases in which the 
offenders have been apprehended and brought to trial. 

Tables have also been prepared, showing for each county separately the sex of the persons 
committed, their age and degree of instruction, so far as these particulars can be ascertained. 

Summaries are anuexed, showing at one view the total number of persons committed for 
trial or bailed in each county in Ireland collectively, the description of offence with which 
charged, and the result of the proceedings. 

The Criminal Tables for 1844 present the same gradual decrease in commitments which 
has characterized the four preceding years ; the total number of committals for 1844 being 
19,448, or a decrease, as compared with the preceding year, of 3'37 per cent.

This decrease has however been principally confined to the last and comparatively unimpor- 
tant class of crime, namely, “ Miscellaneous offences,” while in three other classes, comprising 
the gravest offences, as well as others of a less atrocious description, there has been an 
increase. 

In class No. 1, “ Offences against the person with violence,” the number of committals was 
5,482, being an increase of 40 or 0'73 per cent., and this increase includes 28 additional cases 
of murder. In class No. 2, “ Offences against property with violence,” there has however 
been a considerable decrease, amounting to 129 or 10'87 per cent. ; the number for 1844 
being 1 ,058. In “ Offences against property without violence,” the committals have amounted 
to 6,377, being an increase on that class (No. 3) of 189 or 3*05 per cent. In class No. 4, 
containing “Malicious offences against property,” the increase has amounted to 18 or 9‘32 
per cent. In “ Forgeries and offences against the currency,” (class 5,) there has been a 
decrease of 27 committals, or 18 per cent., on the numbers as shown in the tables for 1843. 
In class No. 6, “ Miscellaneous offences,” the decrease in the past year has principally arisen, 
the number being for 1844, 6,197, a difference as compared with the previous year of 769, or 
11-04 per cent.

As has been before observed, the decrease in the past year has principally arisen under 
the head of minor offences ; while in some of the more atrocious denominations of crime there 
has been an increase, viz. : 

Under " Murder,” class No. 1, there has been an increase of 28, or 27*72 per cent, 
the number charged with that offence being 129. Under the head of “ Shooting at, 
Stabbing, Administering Poison, &c.,” there has been an increase of 10*5 per cent., the 
number committed for the past y<*u* being 63 ; while in “ Assault with intent to Murder,” 
in the same class, the committals have been 129, being an excess on the returns for 1843 of 
32*98 per cent.

From this table it appears, that although the decrease shown in the tables for 1843, 
has not been maintained during the past year, yet, compared with the average of the five 
preceding years, a considerable diminution in the number of committals for this crime has 
taken place. 

The cases of Burglary have diminished from 131 tolOl, or about 23 per cent. ; while under 
the head of ci Taking and holding forcible possession,” there is a decrease of 29 on the whole 
number, or 3*56 per cent. 

In class No. 3, the principal increase has arisen in cases of “ Larceny from Person,” the 
number committed for that offence being 265, an excess of 118 over the return for 1843, or 
80 per cent. The increase on this class consequent on such excess has however to a certain 
extent been met by a decrease of 58 committals under the head of “ Receiving stolen goods.” 
In cases of Arson, (Table 4,) there lias been a decrease of 15*3 per cent. ; while a further 
reduction of about 26 per cent, has occurred under the head of “ Attacking and injuring 
dwelling-houses.” 

Under the head of •' Assembling M-med unlawfully,” there has been a considerable increase, 
amounting to 74, the number for 1843 being 47, and for 1844, 121, or about 157 per cent. ; 
while in the same class (No. 6)’, under the heads of ■' Hiot, breach of the peace, &o.” and 
‘ Rescue or refusing to aid peace officers,” the decrease has amounted to 711, the whole 
numbers under these two descriptions of crime for 1843 being 5,673, and for 1844, 4,962, 
or a difference in favour of the latter of 12-54 per cent.

Two sentences were respited on a point of law, and are still under consideration ; 6 were 
commuted to transportation for life; 2 to periods of imprisonment; and 1 to a free pardon. 

The Returns which have been received, showing “ the age and state of instruction,” are 
extremely defective, there being 6,131 cases described as “ Unascertained;” this great defi- 
ciency, amounting to 31*5 per cent, on the whole, prevents any correct deductions being made 
under those heads.

It is satisfactory to be able to state, that the diminution in the number of juvenile offenders 
which has characterised the Criminal Tables for the last four years has been preserved (though 
not to its full extent), and it appears not unreasonable to conclude that this steady and con- 
tinued decrease in the class of committals under the age of sixteen, is one of the many 
beneficial results which follow the diffusion of a sound and practical system of National 
Education.
